"RENMIN RIBAO' ON MAJOR REFORM IN AGRICULTURE 
HKO61400 Beijing RENMIN RIBAO in Chinese 24 Dec 82 p 5 


[Article by Hu Erren [5170 3643 0117]: ‘What the Major Reform in Agricul- 
ture Tells Us"] 


[Text] The system of contracted responsibility system is a great pioneering 
undertaking of the Chinese peasants. Its significance lies in the fact that 
it has opened up a road for the growth of socialist agriculture, a road 
which is suited to China's national condition. It is an embodiment of the 
superiority of the socialist system and has broad prospects. 


Since the 3d Plenary Session of the 1*th CPC Central Committee, the inspira- 
tions which the major reform effected in China's agriculture givés us are 
that we must study Marxism in light of reality; we must be bold in blazing 
new trails and making further advances; we must respect the creative 
initiative of the masses; and we must not settle theoretical rights and 
wrongs by means of launching political movements and criticism and public 


accusation. 


Since the 3d Plenary Session of the llth CPC Central Committee, a great 
historic change has been effected in the work throughout the nation and a 
major reform has been successfully carried out in rural work. This major 
reform has brought about distinct changes in the features of the country- 
side and played an important role in promoting a turn for the better in the 
whole economic and political situation. 


At present the system of contracted responsibilities with payment linked to 
output which has been widely implemented in the rural areas across the land 
is a great pioneering undertaking of the Chinese peasants and a fresh 
achievement of integrating the Marxist universal truth with China's objec- 
tive reality. Its significance lies in the fact that it has charted a 

road for the growth of socialist agriculture, a rvuad which is suited to 
China's national condition. While summing up this successful experience 

in a report delivered at the Fifth Session of the Fifth NPC, Premier Zhao 
Ziyang pointed out that with the system of contracted responsibilities with 
payment linked to output, it is "by no means accidental that this system is 
gaining ground across China, much to the acclaim of the people. It has 
proved to be an effective form for bringing out the superiority of the 











socialist economic system in the rural areas in the present stage. The 
task for us now is to stabilize and improve the agricultural production 
responsibility system." Just as Comrade Wan Li said in a speech delivered 
it the conference of party secretaries engaged in agricultural work and 
the conference of rural ideological and political work: "The situation in 
agriculture is good and the enthusiasm of the peasants is high. The rea- 
sons for this are many, but the important one is that we have adopted a 
series of correct rural economic policies, that is, what counts is the 
implementation of the system of contracted responsibilities with payment 
linked to output.” It can be anticipated that, on the basis of insisting 
on stabilizing and perfecting the system of contracted responsibilities 
with payment linked to output, further relaxation of our policies will be 
extremely important to making further advances on the already created new 
situation in agriculture. 


Acquire a Correct Understanding of the Peasants Under the Socialist System 


Experiencing all kinds of restrictions, obstructions and difficulties and 
even suppression, the system of contracted responsibilities with payment 
linked to output, and assigning the households full responsibility for task 
completion in particular, has in the end gained a firm foothold and 
achieved successes. The vast numbers of China's cadres and peasants are 
taking delight in talking about the process of the emergence, development 
and success of this major reform. There are indeed many questions which 
give us much food for thought. Why was the system of contracted responsi- 
bilities with payment linked to output subjugated to oppression the moment 
it emerged and why did many peasants have to carry it out quietly and 
pehind the backs of the leadership? Why was the system able to get 

around quickly, ard rapidly spread in those places where it was not 
ipproved and encouraged? Why did it enjoy such warm support and spread 
rapidly the moment it was made public and encouraged? A correct under- 
standing of these questions will give us a good deal of valuable eniignten- 
ment in better studying the new situation and solving new problems in 

light of China's actual conditions. 


In the course of this major reform in agriculture, it is not utterly 
groundless that some comrades take a skeptical and dissenting attitude 
toward the responsibility system of assigning the households full responsi- 
bility for task completion. However, their grounds are unscientific. Some 
people have for quite some time very often regarded, whether intentionally 
’r not, those peasants who have undergone socialist transformation as indi- 
vidual peasants prior to the cooperativization of agriculture and criti- 
cally looked upon them as small producers, alleging that the small peasant 
economy is "a hotbed of capitalism." Since the cooperativization of 
China's agriculture, it has been believed that the higher the level of 
collectivization of the means of production and the larger the scale of 

the communes and their subdivisions were, the better; that in the process 
of production, production targets could only be carried out in a cen- 
tralized way and distribution could only be put under collective unified 
administration, and that attempts were even made to abolish commodity 
exchange and the principle of distribution according to work in the early 














period of organizing people's communes throughout the country. The prac- 
tice of peasants running their private plots and engaging in proper house- 
hold sideline production and rural trade fair was regarded as a spontaneous 
tendercy toward capitalism and was further restricted in all respects and 
attacked. In sum, those who ran counter to this pattern would be labeled 
2s practicing capitalism. For many years we have conducted education in 
and given publicity to this idea among the masses and cadres, which can be 
said to have struck root in the hearts of the people. In particular, for 
many years we have looked upon "assigning households full responsibility 
for task completion," which emerged in a certain historical period, as the 
capitalist wind of individual farming and regarded the practice of "three 
freedoms [private plots, free markets and responsibility for one’s own 
orofits and losses] and one contract” which was once implemented as a 
typical case of pursuing a revisionist line in agriculture, and as a result, 
erroneous political struggles were launched one after another in this 
respect. This is also one very important reason for worsening this 


mistake. 


Ot course, there are unavoidable objective reasons for this mistake because 
we lack experience in socialist construction. Objectively speaking, we 
suffered serious setbacks in combining Marxis: universal truth with China's 
reality. It was not until our party ideologically broke threugh the long- 
existing shackles of dogmatism [word illegible] personality cult and 
redefined the Marxist ideological line of seeking truth from facts after 
the 3d Plenary Si ssion of the llth CPC Central Committee that China's 
socialist agricultural production regained its vigorous creative power and 
embarked on its own distinctively Chinese road. 


There are a diversity of reasows for committing mistakes of one kind or 
inother in understanding the system of contracted responsibilities with 
payment linked to output. But, fundamentally speaking, it is closely tied 
to whether or not we can acquire a correct view and understanding of the 
question of peasants under the socialist system. 


in disregard of historical conditions, for many years we have repeatedly 

cited Lenin's thesis, which says: "Small production gives rise to capital- 

ism and the bourgeoisie daily and hourly, and in a constant and spontaneous 
} 


way and in large batches. 
Lenin's thesis was advanced under given historical conditions in 1920. At 
that time, after the seizure of political power by the proletariat and when 
the class struggle both at home and abroad was extremely acute and compli- 
cated and the economy of the Soviet state suffered from serious damage, 
goods were in short supply and, in particular, grain supplies had become 
i matter of vital importance to the Soviet political power, the system of 
‘llecting surplus grain was therefore practiced, that is, the state pur- 
nased surplus grain in the hands of the peasants at a low price by com- 
pulsory means to support the war and ensure the needs of the workers in 
ities. Many peasants, rich peasants in particular, refused to sell their 
surplus grain and instead sold their surplus grain on free markets at a 
high price and "opposed the state purchase of grain (and other agr.cultural 














products) by means of speculation and profiteering." This posed a grave 
danger to the newly founded Soviet political power. Lenin went on to say: 
"On condition of commodity production, a peasant who has hundreds of pood 
of surplus grain in his home is reluctant to lend his surplus grain to the 
State of the workers to provide relief to the workers who suffered from 
hunger but sold his surplus grain as speculation--what is this? Is this 
not the bourgeoisie? Does the bourgeoisie not emerge out of this?" Under 
such a historical background, Lenin termed the peasants who had surplus 
grain and sold it at a high price as capitalists and called such peasants 


the bourgeoisie. 


Historical facts have proved that the polarization of the producers of 
small commodities can only result in a tiny minority of people becoming 

the bourgeoisie but cannot possibly engender the bourgeoisie daily and 
hourly and in large batches. Therefore, Lenin's thesis on small production 
was advanced to counter the economic situation which emerged in the Soviet 
Union under given historical conditions. Applying it mechanically in dis- 
regard of the historical conditions and specific meaning of the thesis 
expounded by Lenin will provide the “leftist" errors with theoretical bases 
and thus bring about extremely great harm to practical work. 





In the process of the development of human society, small producers existed 
long ago and it was only until the last phase of the feudal society that 
the polarization of small commodity production emerged, thus resulting in 
capitalism and the bourgeoisie. Obviously, small production will not 
necessarily give rise to capitalism at any historical stage. How can we 
say that such Chinese peasants "will engender capitalism and the bour- 
geoisie at all times" at a time like today when socialism has triumphed in 
China; the proletariat has firmly grasped political power; the state-owned 
economy has occupied a predominant position and the peasants have undergone 
several decades of prolonged education by the party and the tempering of 
socialist cooperativization? 


We Must Take a Distinctively Chinese Road for the Growth of Socialist 
Agriculture 


The reason why there were all sorts of doubts and misunderstandings in 
regard to the responsibility system of assigning households full responsi- 
bility for task completion lies in the fact that in addition to the errors 
committed in theory and understanding, we misunderstood the above- 
mentioned thesis of Lenin's. However, in practice, it is closely related 
to the basic practice that we failed to "take our own road and build 
socialism with Chinese characteristics" in light of China's actual condi- 
tions after the basic completion of the socialist transformation of our 


agriculture. 


On the eve of liberation across the land, Comrade Mao Zedong formulated for 
our party a policy of transforming the individual economy "in a prudent, 
orderly and active way." The 1953 outline of the general line for the 
transition period advanced the idea that the realization of the coopera- 
tivization of our agriculture would take a three-5-year-plan period or a 











little longer. However, by the end of 1956, the system of the people's 
communes which combined government administration with economic management 
was widely implemented throughout the country the moment the call was 
issued and it was furthermore said that the people's communes were the 
only way leading to communism. In connection with this, such practices 
were carried out on a nationwide scale as equalitarianism and indiscrimi- 
nate requisition, a wind of communism, waging struggle by mobilizing vast 
groups of the masses and harmful and arbitrary orders. Later, all kinds 
of mistakes were corrected, but it was still believed that the higher the 
level of collectivization of the means of production and the larger the 
scale of work management and organizations were, the better; productive 
labor was highly unified and centralized; a method of workday (that is, 

a method of workpoint) was practiced in distribution. It seemed that 
only the adoption of such management methods could be called practicing 
socialism. In terms of policy, the adoption of diverse methods for 
restricting and preventing the commune members from operating household 
sideline occupations and diverse undertakings and from engaging in proper 
rural fair trade wa: ~-ntinued. The implementation of such management 
system and policies caused the people to be tied up and "everyone to eat 
from the same big pot,” and gave rise to the phenomenon in which no dis- 
tinction was made between those who did a good job and those who did poor 
one and between those who did more work and those who did less, and thus 
depressed and dampened the initiative and creativity of the vast numbers 
of peasants, seriously obstructed the expansion of the productive forces 
and resulted in a situation whereby agriculture had come to a standstill 
for a long time. The practice over 20-odd years since the cooperativiza- 
tion of agricuiture has shown that such management system and policies 
were at variance with the actual conditions of the growth of China's 
agriculture and therefore fairly unsuccessful. 





Under the call issued by the 3d Plenary Session of the llth CPC Central 
Committee to emancipate people's minds and seek truth from facts, through 
prolonged exploration and repeated comparisons of experiences both posi- 
tive and negative, the peasants created diverse forms of the system of 
contracted responsibilities with payment linked to output and among them 
emerged, in particular, the responsibility system of assigning households 
full responsibility for task completion, as time required. In defiance 

of all sorts of complications, this system wes spread out in a short space 
of 3 or 4 years. Its emergence has widened the field of vision of the 
people and given the people much food for thought. At the beginning, there 
were comments of one sort or another on this system among the people but 
no one could deny the great vitality which it had displayed. While con- 
ducting investigations in Chuxian Prefecture in Anhui Province, Jian 
Prefecture in Jiangxi Province and in the areas of southern Jiangxi 
Province, we found that many rural cadres at the grassroots level and the 
masses said that since the cooperativization of agriculture, the cadres 
and the masses of commune members have never spared their efforts and 
borne fewer hardships, the state has never spent less money on developing 
agriculture and the leading organizations at various levels have also never 
stopped racking their minds on practicing management with fixed output 
quotas today and the method of calculating workpoints on the basis of work 











done tomorrow. But, why has production invariably never gone up? Are the 
Chinese people stupid? Are the Chinese peasants not industrious? Are the 
rural party organizations and cadres not good? Facts are completely 
opposite! The reason for this lies in the failure to study China's 
national condition in a fairly satisfactory way, seek an operational and 
management system suited to China's reality, give consideration to the 
different conditions and features of the various localities and lies in 
the practices of copying everything indiscrimina; :ly and applying one 
pattern everywhere, thus shackling people's minds and binding the masses 
hand and foot, with the result being that it took a long time for the 
people to come to understand the truth after they had paid a high price 
for these practices. How much food for thought these simple remarks of 
the vast numbers of cadres and the masses, remarks which are pregnant with 


meaning, give us! 


Assigning Households Full Responsibility for Task Completion Is Socialist 
in Nature 


The application of the system of contracted responsibilities with payment 
linked to output can combine the responsibility, authority and benefit of 
working people in a fairly good way and enables the masses of peasants to 
have real decisionmaking power in production and management with which 

they can carry out creative activities. However, some people worry and 

say that assigning households full responsibility for task completion is 
undeniably good, but has it not changed the nature of the socialist collec- 


tive economy? This worry is unnecessary. 


--Land, as the most important and basic means of production in agriculture, 
is still collectively owned. This state of affairs is essentially differ- 
ent from that prior to the cooperativization. Furthermore, the state has 
clearly stipulated that it is not permitted to buy or sell, or to release 
or transfer land, or to carry out any personal building on land owned by 
the collective and that the peasants only have the right to use land for 
farming. In addition, large-sized agricultural water conservancy facili- 
ties and large-sized agricultural machinery and farm implements are also 


collectively owned. 


--The distribution and arrangements of crops and the implementation of farm 
capital construction are directed and organized by the collective and the 
drawn accumulation fund and public welfare fund are put under the unified 
management and disposal of the collective. 


--The state offers guidance over agriculture through its direct and 
indirect plans, such as state purchase, free purchase and assigned pur- 
chase of such major farm produce and sideline products as grain, cotton 
and oil-bearing crops. The agricultural economic contract signed on the 
basis of full consultation with the masses after the households contracted 
production tasks can strengthen the economic ties between the state, the 
collective and the peasants and integrate state plans with the production 
arrangements which are carried out by the peasant households in a decen- 
tralized way and the purchasing and marketing activities. 














- .he introduction of assigning households full responsibility for task 
completion has put an end to the centralized and unified mode of labor, 
and in conformity with this, the form of distribution has also changed. 
The principle of distribution according to work has been implemented in a 
better way. While implementing the principle of distribution according to 
work in agriculture, we must proceed from the characteristics of agricul- 
tural production. The production cycle of agriculture is rather long, and 
furthermore, agricultural production is the reproduction of such living 
materials as animals, plants and microbes which will undergo many work 
procedures before agricultural products are produced. Therefore, the best 
method to measure the role which the labor performed by the people plays 
in the production of farm produce is to link the calculation to output. 
Owing to diverse complicated factors, all sorts of methods to reckon pay- 
ment practiced in the collective economy in the past made it not only hard 
to accurately calculate the quantity and quality of work, but also resulted 
in different pay for equal work. The present method of distribution has 
solved these two problems, smashed egalitarianism in distribution and sub- 
stantially impelled the peasants to concern themselves with the results of 
their Labor in terms of material interests and, at the same time, force- 
.ully overcome unhealthy practices which existed among some cadres, such 
as corruption, waste, taking more than one's share, practicing favoritism 
and embezzlement, unhealthy practices which have remained unsolved for 
quite a few years despite repeated rectification of incorrect work styles 
and reorganization of people's communes. It has also improved and 
strengthened party leadership and brought about close relations between the 
party and the masses. This method of distribution is invariably charac- 
terized by direct benefits, clearly defined responsibilities and simple 
procedures. It saves cadres a lot of worry and sets the minds of the 
masses at rest and is therefore warmly welcomed by the broad masses. In 
great delight, the peasants say: "With the implementation of such a 
method of distribution, we feel relieved." This method of distribution 
has thoroughly put a stop to the practice of "everyone eating from the 
same big pot" and is a real embodiment of the socialist principle of more 
pay for more work, less pay for less work and no pay for no work. 


All this has fully shown that contracting responsibilities and linking 
payment to output not only persists in the unity of the collective economy, 
but also gives play to the flexibility and adaptability of the decentralized 
management on the household basis. This method is a combination of unified 
and separate management and, under which, whether the production targets are 
to be carried out in a centralized or decentralized way hinges on the sit- 
uation. Here, the word "contract" harmoniously combines unified management 
with separate management and eloquently brings the superiority of socialist 
agriculture into play. Therefore, there is no such argument alleging that 
the nature of the socialist collective economy has changed. 


The Household Contract System Is Not an Expedient Measure 
Some comrades do not doubt the socialist nature of the household contract 


system, but argue that this responsibility system corresponds only to the 
present situation in which the level of development of the productive 

















forces in our agriculture is considerably low and will become shackles 
hindering the development of the productive forces when great advances are 
scored in our agriculture. For this reason, it is nothing but an expedient 
measure and consequently does not have great vitality. This argument lacks 
a solid basis. It is known to all that modern agriculture must have high 
labor productivity. With the improvement of the labor productivity in 
agriculture, the same area of cultivated land, water surface, forests, 
pastureland and others will need fewer and fewer farm workers. In this 
process of development, the land owned on the average by a farm as the 
grassroots production unit is expanding in varying degrees in different 
countries and the needed farm workers are both decreasing in number to 
varying degrees. Thus, there exist quite extensively household farms 

with the household as the production unit whose production efficiency is 
fairly high in many countries at the present time which are highly 
developed in agriculture. The experience of many countries shows that 
large-scale management in agriculture, whether under the public ownership 
system or under the private ownership system, produces relatively poor 
economic results. 





Ours is a socialist country. It goes without saying that we cannot develop 
the household farms under the private ownership system. However, in light 
of the feature that China has a huge population but a scarcity of arable 
land, the average area of land owned by the grassroots production units in 
China's agriculture cannot be very much. On the premise of upholding the 
socialist collective economy, the growth of China's agriculture in which if 
a household contract system is implemented and diversified undertakings are 
operated with household as the unit will surely have great vitality. It 
cannot only meet the needs of the development of the agricultural produc- 
tive forces which will be much higher than they are today, but can also 
yieid better economic results. Therefore, the household contract system 
can be practiced for a long time not only in all processes of field work, 
but also in industrial and sideline production. Judging from the present 
conditions in the rural areas, we know that the masses unanimously demand 
that the agricultural production responsibility system be stabilized and 
upheld for a long time to come. Seen from the long-term trend of the 
development of socialist agriculture, with the growth of the rural economy, 
the change of the production of a self-supporting or half self-supporting 
nature into specialized and socialized commodity production will objectively 
require the establishment of multileveled combinations with diverse forms, 
such economic combinations serving the work before and after production as 
the dissemination of techniques, supply and marketing, processing, storage, 
transport, plant protection and supply of information in accordance with 
the principle of benefiting production and of voluntary participation and 
mutual benefit. However, as the basic unit in agricultural production, 

the household contract system will remain for a long time and has still 
much room for development. 


The important inspirations which the major reform in our socialist agricul- 
ture have given us are, first of all, how to creatively apply Marxism to 
solve our practical problems. To sum up, they are as follows: 











1. While studying Marxism, we must grasp the quintessence of Marxism 
rather than mechanically memorizing some phrases and specific conclusions, 
still less distorting the meaning of Marxism and quoting out of context. 
For many years, the unhealthy style of not studying original works but 
laying particular stress on studying quotations produced enormous side- 
effects. We must study in light of actual conditions, smash book 
worshiping, make a thorough investigation and study and discover the new 
situation and solve new problems. 


2. We must be bold in blazing new trails and making further advances. In 
studying Marxist works and the documents of the CPC, we must acquire a 
comprehensive understanding of historical conditions and not mechanically 
transplant and imitate what we have learned in a manner divorced from con- 
crete conditions. We must determine if what we did in the past is correct, 
and if it is wrong, we must not continue to do the same; if what we did in 
the past is correct, but the situation has changed, we must make some 
alterations and develop it in light of the already changed new situation 


rather than rigidly sticking to the previous conclusion. 


3. We must respect the creative initiative of the masses and persist in 
the work method of the mass line. The masses are makers of history. All 
new creation originates from the practice of the masses. The task of the 
leadership is to sum up the practical experience of the masses, put forth 
correct theories, formulate correct principles and policies, reflect the 
will, interests and needs of the masses and lead the masses in creating 


their own history in a vivid and vigorous way. 


4. We must not easily raise the differing views on the matters of theory 
and policy issue to the higher plane of principle and two-line struggle 
and magnify them as the alleged two-line and two-road struggle. In 
settling the rights and wrongs of matters of a theoretical character, we 
must depend on practice, on investigation and study, on discussion and on 
reasoning things out rather than depending on the method of launching 
political movements and criticism and public accusation.

PRC OFFICIAL STRESSES IMPORTANCE OF GRAIN

Paper Stresses That Grain Remains the Chief Issue in the National Economy") 


[Text] A responsible person of the Ministry of Commerce stressed in a 
recent interview with this paper that grain remains the chief issue in 


China's national economy. 


The responsible person said: Since the 3d Plenary Session of the llth 
Central Committee, the peasants’ enthusiasm has been fully mobilized as a 
result of instituting a whole series of correct policies and popularizing 
the system of contracted responsibilities with payment linked to output. 
Output of grain and industrial crops has increased year after year, 
diversification has vigorously developed and the rural areas are a scene 
of prosperity. This represents the major foundation for the excellent 
economic situation and also the political situation throughout the country. 


The responsible person of the Ministry of Commerce then expounded from the 
following three aspects on why grein remains the chief issue in the national 


economy : 


1. China has a vast population and little arable land. Grain is the main 
food and provides most of the calories people need. There can be no major 
change in this situation for a long time to come, and grain is in the end 
the most important material related to the national economy and the people's 


livelihood. 


2. As far as agriculture itself is concerned, the development of indus- 
trial crops and diversification cannot be separated from grain. In 1981 

the state provided over 24 billion jin of grain to peasants growing indus- 
trial crops and engaged in the production of vegetables, fish, and salt, and 
in forestry and animal husbandry. This figure was over 12 billion jin more 
than in 1978. This grain supply effectively supported the development of 
rural diversification. 


3. Grain is the most important material for stabilizing the market, and 
the grain price is the core of all market prices. Grain and the grain 
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price represent the key to market stability. In order to provide more 
supplies for the markets and improve people's living standards, the state 
has used several score billion jin of grain in making foodstuffs, non- 
staple foodstuffs and wine in tne 3 years since 1979. Were it not for 
this grain, market supplies could not be as abundant as they are today. 


On the future grain situation and grain work, the responsible person said: 
The question of food has always been the primary question in our country. 
In fully implementing the strategic tasks advanced by the 12th party con- 
gress, our country's economic growth rate must speed up, the living 
standards of urban and rural people must gradually improve, and there will 
be a continual increase in grain requirements. How can the grain issue be 
solved in the future? We can import some grain to an appropriate extent, 
but as ours is a country of 1 billion, we certainly cannot depend on 
imports. The most fundamental guiding principle is to base our efforts on 
China itself and practice self-reliance. We must implement the principle 
“actively promote diversification without the slightest slackening of grain 
production," and strive to increase grain production while actively develop- 
ing diversification. The policy of state monopoly of purchase and sale of 
grain suits our national conditions, and we will have to go on implementing 
it for a long time to come. In addition, under the premise of upholding 
State monopoly in grain purchase and sales, we must enliven grain work, 
clear the circulation channels, and properly solve the problem of the 
peasants in finding it difficult to sell their grain. We must also advo- 
cate economy and oppose waste in grain consumption. In short, we must get 
a tight grasp of grain in every respect, enliven management, and ensure 

the smooth progress of socialist modernization.

"RENMIN RIBAO' ON HOW TO INCREASE GRAIN PRODUCTION

[Text] The year 1983 is approaching. The time around the end of a year 
and the beginning of the next is the time for drawing up production plans. 
Various localities are now planning agricultural production for the next 
year. The specific conditions in our country show that whether judging 
from the present situation or from a long-term point of view, the task of 
increasing grain production will be very heavy and the correct handling of 
the relationship between grain production and cash-crop growing is a major 
problem concerning agricultural development. We must clearly understand 
this problem and ensure stable, steady increases in grain production. At 
present, in discussing ways to quadruple output value, some localities have 
the phenomena of one-sidedly emphasizing an increase in agricultural output 
value, excessively expanding the acreage sown to cash crops and inappro- 
priately reducing the area of land for growing grain crops. This situation 


deserves close attention. 


Formerly, because we were affected by the "leftist" guiding ideology, we 
committed the mistake of exclusively grasping grain production and 
neglecting the all-round development of agriculture, forestry, animal 
husbandry, sideline production and fishery. We must always remember this 
lesson. After the 3d Plenary Session of the llth CPC Central Committee, 
various localities seriously implemented the CPC Central Committee's correct 
policy of improving the setup of agriculture and readjusting the crop pat- 
terns. Especially after the various systems of contracted responsibilities 
with payment linked to output were instituted in the countryside, a new 
situation was created for all-round agricultural development. In the past 
few years, our country's farm crops, such as cotton, oil-bearing and sugar 
crops, continued to yield much greater output. Despite the fact that 
acreage was reduced by about 100 million mu, the situation of a slow 
increase in the total output of grain crops as in the past few years has 
been put to an end. Total grain output was 650 billion jin in 1981 and 
will surpass 670 billion jin this year. There has been a great improvement 
in grain production. However, generally speaking, it cannot meet the needs 
of an all-round upsurge in the national economy. We must not be blindly 
optimistic about grain production or treat it lightly. 
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Solving the problem of feeding 1 billion people is a matter of prime impor- 
tance. Various localities are vigorously developing animal husbandry and 
fishery. But they still cannot produce large quantities of meat, milk, 
eggs and fish in the near future, so that grain remains the staple food 

for the people. As a result of the population growth and industrial 
development, there will be a continuously growing demand for grain. 
Ensuring stable, steady increases in grain production concerns the stable 
life of the people of the whole country and the all-round upsurge of the 


national economy. 


Our policy is that “we should never slacken grain production and must 
actively develop a diversified economy." These two aspects supplement each 
other. Some localities develop grain production at the expense of diversi- 
fied economy, while others develop diversified economy at the expense of 
grain production. This method of work is lopsided. In our country, the 
scantiness of farmland severely restricts agricultural development. A 
precondition of readjusting the crop patterns is that the land suitable 

for growing grain crops must be used exclusively for growing grain crops. 

No matter what contradiction there may be, the land suitable for growing 
grain crops must not be used for growing any other crops. This should be 
our country's long-term policy. If cash crops are grown in land suitable 
for growing grain crops, the increase in grain output will be impeded. This 
is neither a method of suiting measures to local conditions nor a reasonable 
use of natural resources. This is disadvantageous to the overall situation. 


The leading organs and cadres at all levels should have unified understand- 
ing on this question. They should not consider the question by just looking 
at the peasants’ immediate increase in income. They should look at the 
overall situation and the long-term interests and carry out ideological 
education among grassroots-level cadres and the peasants. Some old com- 
modity grain bases formerly made great contributions toward meeting the 
state's demand for grain. They still must continue to vigorously develop 
grain production. Some medium- and low-yield areas, including the 
"3-dependent™ areas which had long been buying grain from the state, have 
gradually improved their outlook and have begun to sell grain to the state 
since the 3d Plenary Session of the llth CPC Central Committee. In the 
future, they should make greater efforts to increase grain production. The 
CPC Central Committee has often reminded us that in building the country, it 
is necessary to coordinate all the activities of the nation like pieces in 

a chess game. We must always adhere to this guiding ideology when we draw 
an overall plan for agricultural development. 


Putting emphasis on ensuring stable, steady increases in grain production 
does not mean returning to the old road of one-sided stress on grain pro- 
duction and rigidly demanding that grain be grown in areas unsuitable for 
growing grain. Our country abounds with natural resources and has great 
potential for developing a diversified economy. We can increase agricul- 
tural output value by a big margin without encroaching on land suitable for 
growing grain provided we broaden our scope of vision and adopt appropriate 
measures. For example, it is worthwhile to grow cotton in alkaline land 
and peanuts in sandy plots. There also are large areas of hilly land, 














beaches and water areas. If the resources in these areas can be reasonably 
exploited by firm!y carrying out the system of contracted responsibilities 
with payment linked to output, there will be bright prospects for develop- 
ing a diversified economy. Cash crops have increased by a big margin and 
grain output has steadily increased in the past few years as a result of 
implementing the rural policy and readjusting the crop patterns in various 
localities. These facts show that there are great potentialities for 
increasing both grain crops and cas! crops. As long as we pay attention to 
intensive cultivation and scientific farming and vigorously increase per- 
unit-area output, we can produce still greater quantities of grain and cash 
crops from limited areas of farmland to satisfy the needs of developing 
industrial production and improving the people's livelihood.

REPORT ON DEVELOPMENT OF UNDERDEVELOPED REGIONS

{Report by Bian Gu [6708 0657]: “Accelerating the Economic Development of 
Underdeveloped Regions" ] 


[Text] The national symposium on the development of productive forces in 
the underdeveloped regions was held recently in Hohhot. Present at the 
symposium were theoretical and practical workers from Nei Monggol, Ningxia, 
Xinjiang, Guangxi, Qinghai, Gansu, Yunnan and Guizhou, the eight under- 
developed regions and provinces, theoretical and practical workers from 
Beijing, Shanghai, Tianjin, Hubei, Jiangsu and Hebei, corresponding cities 
and provinces taking the responsibility to help the development of the 
underdeveloped regions, as well as those from the relevant central depart- 
ments, committees and research institutes. They discussed the strategic 
targets and measures for the economic construction in the underdeveloped 
regions during the next two decades and put forward some suggestions on 


economic development. 


The participants pointed out that although the present industrial output 
value in the underdeveloped regions only make up less than 10 percent of 
the national industrial output value and the population makes up only 15.7 
percent of the national population, the area of these regions, which are 
rich in mineral, hydroelectric and biological resources, accounts for 

62.8 percent of the total area of our country. They possess over 90 per- 
cent of the grassland, about half of the wood and hydroelectric resources 
and most nonferrous, rare and rare-earth metals. Therefore, the economic 
development of these regions is not only a matter concerning the develop- 
ment of these regions but is also a matter of whether we can make good use 
of the above-mentioned natural resources to provide a profound material 
and energy basis for the realization of the great target of quadrupling 
the total national industrial and agricultural output value by the end of 
this century. Besides, since most of these regions are inhabited by 
minority nationalities in compact communities and are in the frontier and 
border areas, the rapid economic development has also an important bearing 
on the unity between various nationalities, on the stability and security 
of the society and on national defense. 
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On the question of preposing a strategic aim for economic development of 
the underdeveloped regions, some comrades hold that in order to reduce the 
distinction between various regions in the economic development and elimi- 
nate the inequality between various nationalities which actually exist in 
the economic and cultural affairs due to historical reasons, the speed of 
economic development in the underdeveloped regions should be higher than 
the average speed of the whole country. Some other comrades hold that 
since the reduction of the distinction between various regions in the 
economic development and the elimination of inequality between various 
nationalities which actually exists in the economic and cultural affairs 
will take a loag historical period of time and will be decided by the 
economic conditions in various regions and the economic strength of the 
whole country, the speed of economic development in some underdeveloped 
regions may be higher than the average development speed of the whole 
country, but the speed of some other regions may be about the same as or 
even lower than the national average speed. 


As to the question of how to realize the strategic aim for the under- 
leveloped regions in the next 20 years, some comrades hold that the 
strategic aim should be attained mainly by developing industry, especially 
the processing industry. Since it is more difficult to quadruple the out- 
put value of agriculture and animal husbandry, and even when it is quad- 
rupled, the increase of the output value is rather small, and it is also 
difficult to quadruple output value by merely producing raw materials and 
mining, the fundamental way out is to develop industry with state invest- 
ments so as to process agricultural and mineral raw materials on the spot 
and finally establish the final-product economy. Some other comrades hold 
that in order to get rid of the attribute of "underdeveloped" from the 
underdeveloped regions, it is certainly necessary to develop industry. 
However, industry can be steadily and effectively developed only when 
agriculture, which is the foundation, is developed, when basic communica- 
tions and transport facilities are well established and when education is 
popularized, and specialized people and skilled workers are trained. Only 
in this way can the latent superiority of rich natural resources be turned 
into practical superiority and a new situation be created in the modern 
industrial construction in the underdeveloped regions.

[Text] As a political system, socialist democracy belongs to what may be 
called the “upper-level structure." On the one hand, it is determined and 
controlled by its economic foundation and, on the other hand, it initia- 
tively exerts reaction on the economic foundation. The responsibility 
system in agricultural production now in prevalent adoption throughout the 
country is naturally determined by the level of development of the country's 
social productive forces, and is also the inevitable result of the party 
since the 3d Plenary Session of the llth CPC Central Committee, bringing 
the spirit of democracy into full play. In order to display socialist 
democracy, we must have a firm belief in the truth that people create 
history. We must also staunchly adhere to the party's popular line and 
respect the creative spirit of the populace. Thriving socialist enter- 
prises are the creation of the masses of people themselves. The broad 
masses of peasants, after breaking open the bondages of the “leftist” lean- 
ing erroneous policies, have, in actual practice, created various kinds of 
operation and management forms, and the production responsibility system 
was formed after earnestly summing up these creations. Such a process may 
be described as "from the masses to the masses," and as a democratic proce- 
dure whereby the power of selecting and administering the management form 
of production in the countryside of our country has been delegated to the 
masses of peasants. Secialist democracy has created the necessary condi- 
tions for the establishment of the responsibility system in agricultural 
production while the responsibility system in agricultural production has 
in turn promoted the overall development of socialist democracy. 


The report of the 12th party congress advocated the establishment of a high 
degree of democracy in our country. This includes not only reform of the 
political structure and leadership structure of the country and improve- 
ment and development of democracy in the state organs, but also development 
of democracy in the basic-level organization units. It calls for not omy 
developing the democratic control of enterprise units in the urban areas 
but also developing democratic control in basic-level organs in the 
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excess grain sales. As a result of the base communes' increased 
grain contribution, harvest and consump-tion of grain for the 
province as a whole was in balance with a slight surplus. This 
provided a most important material foundation for readjustment 

of the structure of agriculture. In 1980 the region allocated 
almost 70 million jin of grain in order to reduce the state grain 
procurement quotas in low yield grain producing areas, and for 
support of the development of forestry, animal husbandry, and 
production of special native products in mountain region. In 
1981, it allocated another more than 70 million jin of grain to 
support of sugarcane production. Moreover, beginning last year, 
it began gradual establishment of production bases for forestry, 
animal husbandry, cassia bark, star anise, wood fungus, and 
fructus momordicae among a total of 10 products, with the result 
tnat strengths suppressed for many years because of an inadequacy 
of grain in the country have gradually been brought into play. 


In the building of commodity grain bases in Guangxi, the guiding 
ideas have been: reliance on the masses, self-reliance, and 
concentration of strength to fight a war of annihilation. The 
principal actions taken have been the following: 


Emphasis on Support to Base Communes in the Building of Product- 
ion of All Kinds. (1) Priority arrangements for investment of 
capital and materials for the capital construction of agricult- 
ure. The autonomous region decided that beginning with the 1981 
water conservancy year, the amount of investment and materials 
used in the capital construction of agriculture in base communes 
should be about 50 percent of that for the region as a whole for 
a3 year period. In 1981, it provided for a 56.94 million yuan 
investment in be commune water conservancy. This amounted to 
46.8 percent of the total for the region as a whole. In 1982, 
after investment in water conservancy for the entire region was 
curtailed, base communes continued to be looked after, and a 
total of 57.64 million yuan or 53.5 percent of the investment for 
the region as a whole was invested in water conservancy in them. 
Over a period of 2 years, more than 100 million yuan was in- 
vested, or an average of more than 10 yuan per mu of cultivated 
land. Thanks to the concentration of capital and materials, 
benefits from investment rose remarkably. 


(2) Emphasis on assuring agricultural loans to base communes. In 
order to solve difficulties in finding funds for the purchase of 
farm implements, plow oxen, and other means of production, during 
tne past 2 years banks have issued a total of 270 million yuan 

in loans to base communes. This averages out to 1.48 million 
yuan per commune, and 24 percent of loans issued for the region 


as a whole. 
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(3) Support to Base Communes in Development of Commune and 
Brigade Enterprises. In 1981, the state supported commune and 
brigade enterprises throughout the region with 10.5 million yuan, 
anc arranged to provide base commune with 4.5 million yuan. In 
1982, 4.5 million yuan were distributed to the region as a whole 
for expenses, half of which was allocated to base communes to 
nasten development of commune and brigade enterprises. In 1981 
seven base communes in Wuming County used 120,000 yuan of support 
funds to develop animal husbandry. Commune and brigade earnings 
for the year increased 15.4 percent and accounted for 66 percent 
of the total income of commune and brigade enterprises in the 
region as a whole. This year the autonomous region again 
allocated 1 million yuan to help these base communes construct 
rural roads for the transportation of grain. 


Institution of a System of Award Sales of Much Sought After 
Industrial Products and Means of Production in Short Supply in 
Exchange for Overfulfillment of Grain Procurement Quotas. (1) 
Award sales of much sought after industrial products. Whenever 

2 production team fulfilled excess state grain procurement 
quotas,it was guaranteed that for a period of 5 years, for every 
100 jin of grain sold the state, award sales of 8 yuan worth of 
industrial goods would be made (this was changed to 5 yuan in 
1980). Over a 2 year period, base communes obtained award sales 
for a total of 167,000 bicycles, and 114,000 sewing machines. 
This was 54 and 46 percent respectively of the amount of all such 
goods provided by their sources (i.e., Shanghai, Tianjin, and 
Guangzhou) to the region as a whole. 


(2) Increase in award sales of chemical fertilizer. After 
production teams and peasant households had fulfilled their 
state procurement and excess procurement quotas, for each 
additional jin of trade grain sold the state, an award sale of 1 
jin of standard chemical fertilizer would be made, 1/2 jin more 
tnan for non-base communes. In order to guarantee the policy of 
honoring award sales, in addition to using most of the locally 
generated foreign exchange for the importation of chemical fert- 
ilizer, the autonomous region annually exchanged more than 100 
miliion jin of husked rice for fertilizer from outside the 
region. In 1980, most of the 50,000 tons of urea that the region 
imported and most of the more than 200,000 tons of phosphate 
fertilizer and ammonium carbonate brought in from outside the 
region was invested in base communes. (3) Giving of material and 
economic awards to communes and production brigades making large 
contributions. Once a commune had fulfilled in state procurement 
and excess procurement quotas, for each additional 1 million jin 
of unprocessed food grain sold the state (minus rural centrally 
marketed grain or grain sold back to producers by the state, the 
Same applying elsewhere in this article), or for every additional 
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sale averaging more than 50 jin per capita, an award sale of one 
Liberation Brand bicycle would be made. In 1980 this was chang- 
ez to a cash award of 8,000 yuan for each 1 million jin of un- 
processed food grain over the excess procurement quota. The 
more the overfulfillment, the greater the award. Ninety percent 
of award funds were used to build up local commune production or 
in collective welfare endeavors; 10 percent was awarded commune 
cadres. Awards for production brigades followed similar rules. 
Statistics from departments concerned show 128 communes as have 
obtained awards of motor vehicles. This was 85 percent of the 
base communes. Production brigades receiving awards numbered 
1,124, or 46 percent of the total number of base commune 
brigades. 


Strengthening of Scientific Research and Technical Forces of 

Base Communes. In the assignment of graduates from agricultural 
institutions of higher learning, priority consideration was given 
the needs of base communes. In the course of 2 years, more than 
300 technical agricultural cadres were provided, each commune 
farm technology station getting more than five technical cadre, 
or aS many as 10-odd. At the same time an increase of 800,000 
yuan was given base commune farm technology stations for expenses 
in the rotational training of brigade and production team farm 
technology personnel, and for the purchase of needed instruments. 
Recently the autonomous region also decided to allocate 1 million 
yuan in funds needed to help farm technology stations construct 
buildings and houses so as to fire the enthusiasm of farm tech- 


nology cadres.

PROBLEMS IN RURAL GRAIN DISTRIBUTION AIRED

[Text] Question: Why should there be a change in settlement of 
grain distribution by rural communes and brigades accordidng to 
centralized procurement list prices? 


Answer: In 1979, following increase in the grain procurement 
price, following approval by the CPC Central Committee and the 
State Council, it was decided that for the time being there would 
b= no increase in the price of grain rations rural communes and 
brigades distributed to commune members. The ruling made at that 
time resulted from much deliberation. It was intended to take 
care of, for the time being, the hardships of households with few 
ablebodied workers, and it was particularly intended to take care 
of the hardships that families experienced when members were em- 
ployed as rural staff and workers, were in military service, or 
served as cadres, so that they would not go into debt as a result 
of overspending because of an increase in the price paid for 
grain rations distributed to them. It was also intended that 
after several years their debts incurred through excess expend- 
itures would be largely cleared, and that a change would be made 
to commune and brigade distributions of grain at a price 
calculated in terms of new state list prices. 


Now, rural villages everywhere have established various forms of 
responsibility systems linked to output, and in more than 70 
percent of production teams, the "double contracting” to house- 
holds is practiced [contracting fixed output quotas and 
contracting full responsibility for task completion]. House- 
holds with few ablebodied workers, the dependents of staff and 
workers in government organizations, of military personnel, and 
of cadres likewise contract the farming of a portion of land or 
fields for production of their grain rations. No longer is grain 
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distributed uniformly on the basis of worker workpoints, and 
there is no need for production teams and commune members to make 
settlements in monetary terms to carry out distribution of goods. 
In these units, value of grain is calculated in terms of state 
uniform procurement list prices, with no further impairment of 
commune member economic benefits. 


Production teams still practicing centralized administration and 
centralized distributions should cancel these temporary measures 
to take care of rights and interests inasmuch as 3 years have 
already passed. They should make a change to figuring value 

in terms of state unified procurement list prices. In this way 
they can avoid figuring grain income and grain distributions 
according to two different prices in a single production team, 
which is a nuisance in grassroots fiscal work, and causes in- 
convenience in the preparation of statistics and the study of 
agricultural economic data. 


To this end, following State Council approval, beginning this 
year tne rural commune and brigade distributed grain ration 

price will be the same as the price of grain withheld by 
collectives for various purposes, and settlement will be made, 
without exception, on the basis of prevailing state procurement 
list prices. This change is a timely and an equitable one. In 
individual provinces where circumstances make such a change 
inopportune, the status quo may be maintained, changes being made 


later.

"JINGJI RIBAO' ON WAYS TO RELIEVE TIMBER SHORTAGE

[Commentator's article: "Main Ways To Redress an Imbalance Between Timber 
Supply and Demand"] 


[Text] Given the development of the national economy and an increasing 
improvement in the people's living standards, the demand for timber has 
become increasingly greater. However, the percentage of afforested areas 
in our country is very low. To preserve the forest-clad mountains as an 
eternal source of resources and maintain an ecological balance, we must 
enforce strict controls concerning the excessive felling of trees. For a 
fairly long time to come, a relatively large increase in timber output 
will be impossible. The imbalance between supply and demand is relatively 
marked where timber is concerned. To overcome this contradiction, we must 
energetically promote the conservation, substitution and comprehensive 
utilization of timber, change the practice of irrationally using timber 


and improve economic results. 


In the past 3 years, a gratifying situation has marked the work of con- 
serving timber and using substitutes. But as far as the whole country is 
concerned, this work has been very unbalanced. In some areas, departments 
and enterprises, the comprehensive utilization rate for timber is very low. 
The use of various substitutes for timber has not been extensively pro- 
moted; and the phenomenon of wasting timber is quite serious. We must 


further improve and strengthen our work. 


Now, various areas have used various substitutes for timber. We should 
sum up experiences, formulate plans, create necessary conditions, act on 
such plans one by one, and extensively promote the use of various substi- 
tutes, with local features in mind. By 1985, if existing timber sub- 
stitutes can be universally popularized and used, the shortage of timber 


will tend to be relieved. 


Promoting the comprehensive utilization of timber is another important 
measure to improve the utilization rate for timber. Through mechanical 

and chemical processing, the large quantities of wood leftovers saved in 
the process of felling trees, in the processing of pieces of wood and in 
making finished products, can be used to make fiber boards, shaving boards, 
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boards made from joined pieces of wood, and other artificial boards, and 
also to make more than 30 kinds of chemical products, including furfural 
resin, alcohol, yeast, dry ice, active carbon, vinegar, creosote, anti- 
coagulant, and so forth. This is a venture that results in a great saving 
of timber and also creates a large amount of material wealth. As far as 
the market is concerned, we should popularize Hangzhou's experiences. 
Centering on cities, we should direct efforts toward comprehensive 
utilization, do processing jobs to meet special needs, provide timber and 
finished and semifinished products for areas in the immediate neighbor- 
hood, and strive to achieve a comprehensive utilization rate of over 85 
percent for timber in major and medium-sized cities throughout the country 
by 1985. Meanwhile, we must pay close attention to the utilization of 
bagasse, hemp stalks, cotton stalks, bamboo with its green covering 
removed, and so forth which are available in large quantities in the 
countryside. We must launch a campaign to change the practice of using 
wood for burning purposes in the forest zone and to process in areas where 
trees are felled. 


In launching a penetrating campaign for the rational processing and compre- 
hensive utilization of timber, we must rely upon technical progress. 
Experience shows that we must first achieve a technical breakthrough, 
improve the quality of substitutes for timber and multipurpose products, 
develop a greater variety of products and more designs for them, and lower 
production costs. Only in this way can many substitutes and multipurpose 
products be popularized and used in a relatively quick manner. We must 
especially recommend substitutes for “big consumers" with a large demand 
for timber needed in capital construction, the sinking of pits, and packing. 
We must raise the comprehensive utilization rate for timber. We must 
change the practice of using wood for burning purposes in the forest zone. 
These three points of emphasis must be given attention. We must formulate 
plans for the development of scientific research, organize technical forces 
to solve problems, and introduce the tested results of scientific research, 


item by item. 


The task of conserving and substituting timber and seeking comprehensive 
utilization is arduous. But, there are also many favorable conditions. 
So long as we arouse positive factors in all fields, we can surely create 
a new situation in conserving and substituting timber.

‘CHINA DAILY' DESCRIBES RURAL ECONOMIC COOPERATIVES

[Text] Since the implementation of the rural responsibility system, 
peasant co-ops have emerged in Guangdong and Zhejiang, two of China's more 


developed coastal provinces. 


Under the responsibility system, farmwork is contracted to peasant house- 
holds. But those peasants with a higher education level, more experience, 
or advanced techniques have become contractors specializing in such areas 
as raising domestic fowls. Such households do not have to do as much 


farmwork as others. 


The development of such households has led to the establishment of co-ops, 
which produce more commodities. This trend shows that China's rural 
economy is progressing from self-sufficiency or partial self-sufficiency 


to commodity production. 


There are 14 peasants from different villages in the suburbs of Guangzhou 
who have contracted to manage the Luogang commune's orange groves. Within 
a year, the orchard's production increased tenfold. 


In the suburbs of Wenzhou, a city in Zhejiang Province, households raise 
50,000 quails. They have elected seven representatives to promote sales 
in northern China and to look for ways to start a processing industry in 


quail eggs. 


Another Zhejiang co-op runs a dairy and produces more than 5,000 kilo- 
grammes of milk. Because it is difficult for the co-op to store the milk 
and it takes too much labour to market the products directly, it co- 
operates with the county dairy to produce condensed milk. 


Meixi farm in suburban Guangzhou, which consists of six households, pro- 
vides pigs, chickens, fruits and milk to the state. 


A transport service run by some 30 rural households in Guangdong has con- 
tracts wich 28 nearby quarries and brick kilns. Their trucks and tractors 








provide transport for these firms, which are also run by local people's 
co-ops. 


These co-ops, although composed of peasants, do not do any farmwork. 


Longkou, which was only a highway stop near Guangzhou, has become a small 
boomtown, with 12 restaurants, six grocery stores, three motor repair shops 
and three barber shops. All these are peasant co-ops. 


Such rural economic organizations, experts at recent economics symposium 
in Guangdong said, are different from other existing collective organiza- 
tions, such as communes, production brigades, and production teams. 


Members of the co-ops are not necessarily from the same village. All the 
co-ops are purely economic organizations, unlike other collectives, which 
also see to other community affairs, such as family planning and medical 


care. 
Moreover, these co-ops are engaged in commercial production. 


These co-ops have six characteristics in common: They are voluntary 
organizations, self-funded, self-managed all members benefited; they hold 
autonomous elections for leadership, and take full responsibility for 
their finances, profits or losses. 


Are such co-ops socialist? Economists in Guangdong and Zhejiang have con- 
cluded that they are. Hired labour has not been found in such co-ops, 


they said. 


Under the present distribution system, members of the co-ops usually share 
bonuses. But shareholders also take part in labour. A Zhejiang duck- 
raising co-op has 24 members. They are divided into groups of six with 
each group in charge of one flock. The six persons share the bonus, which 
is divided according to experience and ability. 


Such peasant co-ops have attracted much attention. Provincial newspapers 
have urged that they be supported and encouraged. 


A Guangzhou paper quoted a provincial party leader who said that developing 
such co-ops is as significant as economic reforms that took place soon 
after the founding of the People's Republic.

EXPERTS ADVOCATE BETTER LAND USE

[Text] Beijing, January 22 (XINHUA)--A policy as stringent as that for 
population control must be followed to ensure rational use of China's land 
resources, which is limited relative to its enormous yet still growing 


population. 


This is the unanimous opinion of more than 50 experts who attended a 
Beijing discussion held by the Land Science Society of China today. They 
called for a publicity campaign to promote education in the need to 
treasure every inch of land. 


Better planning for the use of land resources is also of paramount impor- 
tance, they said. Heilongjiang Province is good in this respect and its 
experience should be spread nationwide. 


Chinese central authorities are more and more concerned with the decrease 
of arable land, according to the experts. In the past decades, an annual 
average of 333,000 hectares to 533,000 hectares have been lost in capital 
construction and urban and rural housing construction. Arable land now 

averages 1.5 mu (15 mu in one hectare--editor), compared to 2.7 mu in the 


early 1950's. 


To cope with the situation, a land administration bureau was established 
under the Ministry of Agriculture, Animal Husbandry and Fishery last year. 
A land law is being drafted, and a rational land use survey has been com- 
pleted in the past two and a half years. 


But a lot more needs to be done, said He Yongqi, deputy council director 
of the society. He called attention to the experience of Heilongjiang 


Province in land planning. 


Since early 1950's, he said, more than 5.93 million hectares of virgin land 
have been reclaimed in Heilongjiang, now a leading grain and soybean pro- 
ducer in north China. Waste of land was little under sound planning for 
new villages, roads, irrigation ditches and other facilities. 
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Other experts spoke highly of the province's new system instituted last 
year to control use of land for rural housing construction. Under the 
system, housing construction is incorporated into village planning and 
households must not begin building new houses or expanding old ones with- 
out licenses from village authorities. Last year, this way of doing 
things saved 2,730 hectares. 


Li Boheng, an expert of land survey, proposed that land be divided into 
five grades in accordance with their fertility and natural conditions of 
the locality. 


First grade land must never be used for construction, he said. Meanwhile, 
people should be encouraged to undertake construction on land of the 
fourth and fifth grades, which give low yields or are not productive 

at all.

"RENMIN RIBAO' HAILS PEASANTS ENTERING INTO BUSINESS

[Text] Beijing, January 25 (XINHUA)--Today's "People's Daily" in a com- 
mentary hails peasants in Chuxian County, Anhui Province, who have started 
their own business, calling it "a wind of reform blowing from the promising 


fields." 


All reforms should be given a chance, even those of specific policies 
which had been good in a prior historical condition but are no longer 
suited to present developments. Reforms should be given a chance so long 
as they are good for building socialism, for the development of the nation 
and for the prosperity of the Chinese people. 


The paper reports two out of every 100 peasants in Chuxian County have 
entered business either as full-time or part-time traders. They have 
organized to purchase agricultural and sideline produce and, helped by 
communes, sell them to cities. Some have vegun to process or produce 
export goods for foreign trade departments. A number have begun long- 
distance goods traffic or the establishment of purchasing and marketing 
agencies. Some have even bought trucks or ships to facilitate transport 
during slack seasons. 


This has stimulated the flow of goods between town and country and vitalized 
the rural economy, the paper says. Goods refused by state supply and 
marketing agencies have found outlets. Garlic bulbs, bolts and shoots, 
which are unsalable locally, have found their way into cities where they 

are in short supply. In addition surplus labor in the county has been 


mobilized. 


Lack of vitality is the chief drawback in the rural commercial systen, 
which was established 30 years ago, causing difficulties in both purchase 
and sales, or a backlog in one place and a dearth in others, the commentary 
says. The sweeping changes in the countryside demand drastic changes in 


this system. 


The commentary says all new practices and new things should be supported, 
studied and allowed a chance to prove themselves in practice. The attitude 
of restricting them or turning them flat away on the pretext they are not 
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allowed by “regulations” issued before the third party plenum in 1978 or 
even before the “Cultural Revolution" are totally wrong, the paper says. 
"All reforms must be totally different from past practices and we should 
view them in a different light," it says. 


All reforms must be guided, however, by the principle of upholding party 
leadership, Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought and socialism as well as 


the planned economy, the paper says. 


The commentary calls on all communists to greet with farsightedness, cour- 
age and resolution an all-round economic and social reform that is yet to 


come.

PEASANTS POOL FUNDS TO BUILD PUBLIC PROJECTS

[Text] Hefei, January 22 (XINHUA)--Peasants in Fengyang County, Anhui 
Province, have pooled 6 million yuan over the past few years to build water 
conservancy projects, roads, power transmission lines and school buildings. 


In the past few years, the county built 29 mechanical and power pumping 
stations and rebuilt 300 kilometers of irrigation channels, involving 
270,000 yuan, all coming from individual peasants who benefit from the 
projects. Some 127 such projects are planned. 


In addition, the peasants pooled 1.46 million yuan and with state and local 
financial help, built 467 kilometers of power transmission lines, bringing 
electricity to 6,000 additional households. 


Most of the country roads were built with money from private purse. Now 
more than 310 kilometers of roads have been added in the county and 44 
communes are now accessible by bus routes compared with 28 three years ago. 


The peasants each contribute one yuan every year to building or rebuilding 
schools. Of the 45 people's communes, 31 have built or rebuilt cinemas 


and theaters. 


The county was once the poorest in the province. But since the production 
contract system was initiated four years ago, its grain output doubled and 
the average per-capita income quadrupled. 


With more grain and money, the peasants wanted to improve public facilities, 
the county authorities said. 


In China, large public construction projects are undertaken by the govern- 
ment while the localities and the people are encouraged to "ake up the small 


ones with their own resources.

[Text] Beijing, January 13 (XINHUA)--By January 6, Beijing peasants had 
delivered 270 million kilograms of grain to the state, exceeding the 1982 
state quota by 8 percent, according to today's BEIJING DAILY. 


Natural disasters affected summer grain production last year, but total 
grain output is estimated to have been 1,800 million kilograms, equal to 


that of 1981. 


Beijing's revenues last year were 4.7 billion yuan, surpassing the state 
target by 2.5 percent, according to the municipal financial department. 


Revenue from industry was 2.3 billion yuan, 1.5 percent more than the 
state target. Industrial and commercial taxes raised 2.4 billion yuan, 


3.6 percent more than the target. 


By the end of last year, urban bank savings in Beijing were 1.9 billion 
yuan, 350 million yuan more than 1981. Of this, 1.6 billion yuan were 
in fixed deposits, which was 290 million yuan more than the 1981 figure. 


Beijing's rural bank savings at the end of 1982 were 260 million yuan, 


90 million yuan more than at the end of 1981. Of this, fixed deposits 
were 190 million yuan, which was 70 million yuan more than 1981.

COMMUNE ADVERTISES FOR TECHNICIANS

[Text] More than 200 technicians and engineers applied for jobs to help 
boost production and efficiency in the Evergreen people's commune in the 
suburb of Beijing, after the commune advertised for experts, commune offi-- 
cials told CHINA DAILY yesterday. 


Of this 110 met the terms set by the commune. They are experts in vege- 
table growing and animal husbandry, architecture, and boiler design. 


Zhou Peixiu, 46, formerly an engineer in the Metallurgy Research Institute, 
went to work in the commune'’s dust remover factory in 1982. The commune 
not only offered him more pay and better housing conditions, but also 
arranged for two of his three sons to work in the factory. 


Situated to the west of Beijing, the commune covers 72 square kilometres 
and has a population of more than 40,000. The average annual income of 
commune members topped 650 yuan last year, making it the richest commune 
in Beijing's suburbs. 


"We have realized that science and technology are badly needed in the 
countryside," Zhu Qi, head of the commune's party committee, said. "We 
began to set up technical schools to train young technicians in 1980." 


The commune established a boiler factory in 1972, but there were many 
problems. "Our technicians were not competent to design boilers. The 
factory leaders had to ask some state-owned enterprises for help," Zhu 


said. 


Wang Zhaojia, a 1966 graduate of Qinghua University, who worked in the 
Seventh Machinery Ministry, often offered to help. 


Last March, he and his wife, Xu Dian, who also graduated from Qinghua and 
worked in the same ministry, decided to give up their jobs and become 
boiler engineers in the commune. They were the first to smash their “iron 
rice bowls" and work in the commune. 
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Commune's Need 


"We came here only because the commune needs us," Wang said. “There are 
too many engineers in the Machinery Ministry, and I could work on boiler 
design only a couple of weeks a year." 


Wang and his wife did some teaching. "But we did not feel very happy 
though we were well paid and had three rooms for our four-member family," 


he said.

AGRICULTURAL BUREAU DIRECTORS MEETING ENDS 
OW170645 Fuzhou Fujian Provincial Service in Mandarin 1120 GMT 14 Jan 83 


[Text] A 10-day provincial meeting of agricultural bureau directors ended 
this afternoon. The meeting set the goals of provincial agricultural work 
in 1983; namely, to increase grain output by 500 million jin; to actively 
promote the development of forestry, animal husbandry, sideline production, 
fishery, cash crops and enterprises run by communes or production brigades 
and production teams; to increase agricultural output value by more than 
300 million yuan; to increase the average income, including income from 
household sideline production, of each commune member by 30 yuan. 


Participants in the meeting pointed out that in order to fulfill various 
tasks of agricultural production in 1983 and create a new situation in 
provincial agricultural production, they have to further emancipate their 
minds, relax the economic policy, stabilize and perfect the various forms 
of the production responsibility system linking output with remuneration, 
open channels of communication between urban and rural areas and invigorate 


the rural economy. 


As far as agricultural production is concerned, the meeting decided to do a 
good job in the following three areas: 1) Firmly keep the province's total 
grain acreage at 32 million mu. First priority should be given to the 
cultivation of grain crops on cultivated land which is suitable for grain 
production. Mandatory planning of grain production acreage must be 
thoroughly carried out at all levels down to the contractor households; 

2) further tap the potentials for boosting output, ensure good work in 
farmland capital construction and in the promotion of hybrid rice and 
sharply increase the grain output from medium and low production fields; 

3) while seriously developing grain production, all areas should also pay 
attention to developing a diversified economy. The oil-bearing crops such 
as teaseed oil plants and rape should be further developed. The peanut 
planting acreage should be kept within 1.2 million mu and no further 
expansion allowed. The sugarcane acreage should be expanded appropriately, 
and its increased output should not rely on a sudden increase of planting 
acreage, but should rely mainly on the increase in unit area production. 
The production of fruits, tea, mushrooms and edible fungi should be 
actively promoted in line with local conditions. Animal husbandry should 
also be further developed. Various localities should do a good job in 
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plowing and furrowing the soil and accumulating and transporting ferti- 
lizer for growing winter crops. They should also do good preparatory work 


for spring cultivation this year. 


The meeting called on leaders at various levels to shift their emphasis 
from the past practice of rushing cultivation and planting to grasping 
principles and policies, grasping science and technology and grasping the 
circulation of commodities and other important matters. The meeting also 
urged them to make efforts to fulfill the different tasks for this year. 


Hu Ping, secretary of the provincial party committee and acting governor, 
addressed the meeting. Wen Xiushan, member of the standing committee of 
the provincial party committee and chairman of its agricultural com- 
mission, made a report at the meeting on issues related to rural economic 


policy.

In the past, 
popularizing science and technology meant "the government spends money 

and the peasants farm their land.” The economic results were not high. 
Now, in the majority of places that practice contracting responsibility 

in technology, there was a marked increase both in grain and economic crop 
production. We have succeeded in economizing work, economizing cost, 
raising output and realizing the goal of increasing production and 
increasing income. It not only lightened the burden of the state but 
truly benefited the peasants. Thirdly, it mobilizes the enthusiasm of

to also give play to their respective roles. Fourthly, it fosters step 

by step a peasant technological rank. The process of contracting 
responsibility in technology is a process of imparting scientific and 
technological knowledge. It is also a process through which able and 
skillful workers and farming scholars are discovered. In the places 

where contracting responsibility in technology is practiced, the peasant 
technological ranks have expanded swiftly. Hence, we can see that contracting 
responsibility in technology is a very major reform in the popularization 
of agricultural technology, and has blazed a new path for the widespread 


use of agricultural technology. 


Contracting responsibility in agricultural technology appeared after the 
countryside has generally practiced the system of responsibility in 
production. Putting it into practice has in turn perfected the system 

of responsibility in production. At present, our province is generally 
practicing the "double contracting” system of responsibility in production. 
The characteristic of "double contracting” is that, on the one hand, the 
collective decentralizes management of farmland or other management items 
umong individual households and the peasants carry out labor independently, 
and on the other hand, the state and the collective must have a unified 
arrangement and coordination for each production process.

an agricultural service company, launch contracting responsibility in 
technology, and, through the form of signing contracts between the 
contracting household and the self-run household, provide them with a 
series of production services such as crop protection, seed production, 











mechanized farming, irrigation and drainage, and prevention and cure of 
liseases of poultry and livestock, and closely integrate socialized and 
specialized production with the family contracting system. This has 
given full play to the enthusiasm of the peasants in independent management 
is well as the advantage of collective unified management. In doing so, 
we can raise and enrich the second meaning of “unifying” in the system 
»f responsibility. It is the necessary manifestation of the socialized 
characteristic of agriculture and is an effective measure in disseminating 
mowledge and technology arong peasants and in carrying out exploitation 
of intelligence. The peasants of Zhangzhou Municipality figuratively 
referred to the system of responsibility in production as “the timely 
rain” and the contracting responsibility in agricultural technology as 
"the golden key." This explains why contracting responsibility in 
technology has become a question of orientation, the meaning of which is 
extremely significant.

2. Give free rein to developing new ecoiuwaic combines, specialized house- 
holds and households doing specialized jobs, and launch various types of 


joint enterprise. 








3. Encourage and support the development of individual economy among the 
peasants and let them get rich as quickly as possible. 


4. Encourage the agroscience units and personnel to practice a responsi- 
bility system of rewards and payment linked to output. 


>. Further clear the commodity circulation channels. We should relax the 
policy on transport and sale of agricultural and sideline products. The 
peasants should be allowed to handle, transport and sell through various 
channels their first- and second-category products, after fulfilling the 
procurement quotas, and also their third-category agricultural and sideline 
products. State-owned commerce should actively promote purchase and sale 
at negotiated prices and take part in market regulation. Supply and mar- 
keting cooperatives and other rural cooperative commercial organizations 
can engage in purchase and saie in flexible ways. Producers are allowed 

to engage in long-distance transportation and sale of products. Individual 
traders are allowed to engage in mobile purchase and sales. Individuals 

or combines are allowed to buy motor vehicles, boats, tractors and so on 
for the purpose of long-distance transportation and sales. 


We should allow factories to establish direct ties with rural communes, 
brigades and peasant households and sign contracts with them for the 
purchase of production raw materials, thus cutting the number of links in 
the chain. We should help the peasants develop agriculture-industry- 
commerce and production-supply-sales economy. State agricultural and 
forestry farms and factories, mines and other enterprises can run 
agriculture-industry-commerce comprehensive enterprises and contract them 
out for operation by groups, households and individuals.

The history of the Yellow River shows that simply relying on dykes cannot 
prevent the river from changing its course. 


At present, the Yellow River's course is the bridge of the Huang Huai-Hai 
Plain.

Therefore, if something goes wrong with the river, 
calamity would inevitably ensue. 


The building of a key water project at Xiaolangdi is a practical way to

HYBRID RICE HARVEST--Changsha, 18 Dec (XINHUA)--Hunan Province reports a 
good harvest of hybrid rice totalling 5.75 million tons, 9.5 percent 
nigher than in 1981. The central China province is the first to develop 
ind adopt this domestically developed, high yield rice on a large scale in 
the country. The rice variety, which is the “male-sterile” hybrid rice 
ised most widely in production in the world, was sown on 1.13 million hec- 
ares this year in Hunam Province, accounting for more than 30 percent of 
he province's farmland. All over China, the area sown with hybrid rice 
totalled 5.7 million hectares in 1982, or 17 percent of China's paddy 
fields. The male-sterile hybrid rice was evolved by the agronomist Yuan 
Longping of Hunan Province and his colleagues who received a ecial class 
award from the government last year for their contribution. e average 
yield of hybrid rice in Hunan Province this year was around 5 tons per 
ectare, slightly higher than last year. Middle-season hybrid rice in 5 
ounties of the province yielded an average of 7.5 tons per hectares. 

ate hybrid rice, which was hit by a long spell of wet weather and low 
temperatures in the autumn, averaged 6 tons per hectare in 4 counties. 
In northern Hunan Province, where hybrid rice was grown in limited areas

["Special" to CHINA DAILY: "Chinese Rural Areas Undergo Changes in Their 
Complexion" ] 


[Text] As the growth of collective industries in rural areas has outpaced 
the growth of crop production in recent years, the output values of indus- 
try, farm produce and sideline occupation have changed dramatically in 
southeast China's Suzhou Prefecture, Jiangsu Province. 


According to Gao Dezheng, commissioner of the prefecture, the output value 
of rural collectives reached 5.594 billion yuan ($2.9 billion) last year, 


79 per cent more than in 1978. 


Collective industries last year accounted for 70.3 per cent otf the output 
value of rural areas in the prefecture, compared with 51.6 per cent in 
1978. More than 5,000 varieties of products were manufactured by rural 


enterprises. 


Agriculture's proportion of output value dropped from 35.1 per cent in 
1978 to 17.1 per cent in 1981. Sideline occupations fell from 13.3 to 


12.6 per cent. 


The commissioner said that grain output in the prefecture increased to 3.5 
million tons .u 1982, which was 100,000 tons more than in 1978. Cotton 
output was 36,500 tons, 15,000 tons more than in 1978. 


Suzhou Prefecture has a rural population of 6.6 million. The farmland is 
so limited that there is only one hectare per 15 rural inhabitants. 


Per capita peasant income in 1981 averaged 259 yuan, of which 175.5 yuan 
came from collective activities and 83.5 yuan from household sidelines. 
The total is 44 per cent above 1978's. 


Gao said peasants in Suzhou Prefecture last year built 437,000 rooms for 
housing with a floor space of 10.4 million square metres. 
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Peasants’ bank savings increased to 425 million yuan ($223 million) by last 
July, four times the 1978 total. 


Gao said the prefecture has favourable conditions for agriculture. For 
many years, average output exceeded 7.5 tons per hectare. He said before 
he went to Beijing to attend a training course on agricultural science he 
was worried that output was already so high that there was no room for 
improvement. 


But the knowledge he gained has encouraged him to expect a promising 
future.

RURAL ADMINISTRATIVE REFORM--Around the Spring Festival period, Jiangsu 
will expand its experiment of administrat-ive reform at 68 selected coun- 
ties and cities by separating their commune management from government 
administration.

[Text] Nanchang, January 5 (XINHUA)--A ten-member peasant family in Jiangxi 
Province which delivered and sold 50 tons of grain to the state last year 
is being publicized as an example of what can be achieved under the new 


rural policy. 


In 1982, according to provincial authorities, Xiong Bini and his family 
at the Nanxin commune of Nanchang County delivered and sold to the govern- 
ment 50,450 kilograms of grain and earned a net income of 20,000 yuan, thus 
becoming one of the wealthiest in the locality. 


Chinese peasant families with an annual per capita income of 150 to 200 
yuan are considered well to do. 


Under a contract Xiong Bingqi signed with his production team, the house- 
hold farmed ten hectares with two water buffaloes, a diesel engine and a 
threshing machine provided by the team. The family was required to hand 
over to the team a fixed amount of money, and deliver agricultural tax 
and sell a fixed amount of grain to the state. The rest of the harvest, 
no tatter how much, would be at the disposal of the family. 


This form of the "job responsibility system" which aims at boosting peasant 
initiative has been widely instituted across China's countryside. 


The Xiong's harvested 62.7 tons of grain in 1982. 
Most of the land farmed by the Xiong family under contract did not produce 


enough to pay for the production costs before. Recently Xiong Bingqi was 
commended as a model peasant by Nanchang city and Nanchang County.

Individual households engaged in specialized production that stems from 
commune members’ development of sideline household production are the 
other kind. As a whole, they are a form of the collective sector of the 
economy that results from the expansion of sideline household production, 
rather than from individual farming, which strays from the collective 
sector of the economy.

[Text] Since the sixth plenum of the fifth provincial CPC committee, our 
province has made much satisfying progress in improving the production 
responsibility system. After a year's implementation, the broad masses of 
the people have a clear and better understanding of the advantages of the 
system of contracting responsibility with payment linked to output. "The 
double contracting system" is nowadays a main topic of conversation in 
rural areas, all localities are summing up the work, training cadres and 
exchanging experiences, and all rural areas are in a state of prosperity. 


Practice shows that the better the situation, the more sober-minded we 
should remain, and attention should be paid to studying the new situation 
in order to solve new problems. 


This was front-paged in the 21 December issue: Benxi County intends to 
widely popularize the "double contracting system." The county CPC com- 
mittee sticks to the principle of “taking our hands off but not washing our 
hands, and being enthusiastic but not being impatient." This is a correct 
ideology guiding the new situation. 


First of all, we should strengthen the work on ideological education in 
order to enhance our understanding of the responsibility system. The 
"double contracting system" is a socialist economic form, but not a form 

of equally dividing farmland among peasant households. The "double con- 
tracting system" is a good measure combining the advantages of the collec- 
tive sector of the economy with the individual commune member's enthusiasm, 
but is not a “retrogressive" measure. 


The "double contracting system" can better embody the principle of distri- 
bution according to work and cannot cause any misunderstandings, such as

it. Because for several decades, they worked in groups and were given 
payment according to the labor performed, it is hard to avoid their not 
having some misgivings and their not figuring out or changing their 
habitual thinking. If we cannot solve these ideological problems, an 
unexpected situation will arise; such as turning "locking horns like bulls" 
into “grazing sheep." Therefore, we should repeatedly exercise patience 

to conduct ideological education among cadres of communes and brigades, to 
clearly explain the nature of the socialist "double contracting system" and 
its great significance in the development of agricultural production and to 
further eliminate the influence of "leftist" ideology with a view to giving 
the masses a free hand to implement the system of contracting responsibility 
with payment linked to output in line with their local conditions. Simul- 
taneously, we should have a clear understanding of the fact: To take our 
hands off is not to wash our hands, and to give the people a free hand does 
not mean to let them act freely. 


Cadres at all levels should have a sense of responsibility to the social- 
ist cause and the people's undertakings. They also should strengthen their 
leadership, boldly assume responsibility and correctly guide the masses to 
implement the responsibility system. 


Besides, some localities are a little bit slow in implementing the "double 
contracting system." They are becoming impatient at continuously hearing 
news from the neighborhood that high yields can be striven for by imple- 
menting the "double contracting system." This is a result of the fact that 
they do not fully mobilize the masses to discuss or conscientiously analyze 
the situation, but hurriedly distribute "tasks" and keep pace with the 
tasks. This is also not well arranged. Let bygones be bygones. 


Now we should emancipate our minds and be enthusiastic about our work. 

For all things are subject to the laws of development. If we are impatient 
in doing them, some evil consequences--such as rushing headlong into mass 
action and seeking uniformity in doing everything--will take place. 


To go about things steadily is not to take a passive attitude. To take an 
active attitude does not mean to be impatient. So long as we straighten 
out our ideas, have a correct ideology and work hard in a down-to-earth 
manner, we should believe that sooner or later the masses will have a 


correct choice. 


We say that it is high time to improve the production responsibility system. 
So leading comrades should pay much attention to it. Comrades working in 
rural areas should go deep to rural areas to grasp and analyze the work 
tendency and make some changes in the situation to help grassroots cadres 
and the masses solve various kinds of practical problems in a timely manner.

The profound changes brought by the 
implementation of the double contracting responsibility system on 
(Shiyituo) commune, Liaozhong County, opened before our eyes a scene of 
prosperity in the countryside and the vast vistas of agricultural techno- 


logical development. 


The changes brought to (Shiyituo) commune by the implementation of the 
double contracting responsibility system show that this production respon- 
sibility system is enormously superior. It gives the vast peasants deci- 
sionmaking power over what to produce and allows them to bring their 
special skills into full play. 


Those who are good at cultivating land may contract as much land as possi- 
ble and become specialized grain producers. Those who have some ability 

in diversified undertakings may contract a smaller piece of land and 

devote their main attention to engaging in diversified undertakings. Quite 
a number of people may be released from the limited land to engage exclu- 
sively in industrial and sideline production. By doing so, grain produc- 
tion and diversified undertakings will be concentrated in the hands of 
experts and the vast peasants who have for centuries taken crop cultiva- 
tion as their profession will begin to gradually advance toward 

specialized production characterized by division of work and professions. 


The emergence of specialized production characterized by division of labor 
and professions in the countryside following the implementation of the 
double contracting responsibility system has transformed the self-contained 
or semi-self-contained unitary natural economy of the past and changed the 
formerly backward production patterns which only produced enough to eat and 
wear. Specialized producers took their place commodity producers when they 
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first appeared. [sentence as heard] They have constantly increased the 
production of commodities and the marketed proportion of their products. 
They have proved that they can sell increasing quantities of grain, eggs 
and meat and provide industrial and sideline products of all kinds to 
society as a whole. 


A highly developed division of labor in society will certainly result in 
integration and thus help promote the socialization of production. There 
are roughly two forms of the integration which is a result of the imple- 
mentation of the production responsibility system. One is horizontal 
integration among the peasants and specialized households; the other is 
vertical, with the state and the collective serving as the link connecting 
the peasants and offering them various pre- and post-production services. 
The latter form of integration represents a new kind of integration which 
surfaced after the implementation of the double contracting responsibility 
system. It is not a retreat to the outdated setup of the production team, 
production brigade and commune. It is, in effect, an integration insti- 
tuted to meet the needs of developing the production of commodities. How- 
ever, some of our comrades are prone to look only at the surface of things 
or part of the whole picture. They regard the decentralized management on 
a household or individual basis as less spectacular and exciting than the 
previous practice of carrying out farm wor’ in a massive way. They con- 
sider the double contracting system a regresision. However, as we view it 
from the actual conditions, the whole situation and the trend of develop- 
ment, the double contracting responsibility system represents precisely 
the first step toward the modernization of agriculture in our country. 

The double contracting responsibility system has resulted in division of 
work, division of professions and specialized production. It will further 
bring out economic integration focusing on the production of commodities 
and eventually the socialization of production. This is the broad road 
with distinctive Chinese features for developing agriculture and achieving 
agricultural modernization.

NEI MONGGOL ISSUES DECISION ON GRAIN PRODUCTION 
SK161136 Hohhot Nei Monggol Regiv..al Service in Mandarin 1100 GMT 14 Jan 83 


[Excerpts] On 13 January, the autonomous regional people's government 
issued a decision on unfolding activities in which every peasant household 
sells 10,000 jin of grain to the state and on giving rewards to encourage 


sales. 


The decision says: In order to unleash the peasants’ enthusiasm for 
developing grain production, bring about greater development in grain pro- 
duction, make our region almost self-sufficient in grain and further pro- 
mote the development of agriculture, forestry and diversified undertakings 
in accordance with the guidelines of the summary of the rural work con- 
ference held by the Nei Monggol Regional CPC Committee in (Zhaolantun) and 
the policy of developing diversified undertakings with agriculture and 
forestry as the key link, the autonomous regional people's government has 
decided to carry out sell-10,000-jin-of-grain activities in major agricul- 
tural areas, which have relatively more surplus grain and a greater pro- 
portion to market. The activities should be executed in a well-organized 
and planned manner for 3 years, beginning in 1983. 


The major areas designated for carrying out the activities follow: 


In 1983, the following 12 counties and banners--which are located in areas 
blessed with relatively good soil, water and other natural conditions and 
have a great potential to increase production, a greater proportion of 
grain to market and other conditions--shall be built into marketable grain 
production bases. They are: Arun, Butha, Jalaid, Dalad, Urad Qian and 
Haggin Hou Banners and Tuquan, Tongliao, Kailu, Chifeng, Wuyuan and Linhe 
Counties. Some 50 key communes in other banners and counties are also 
selected for carrying out the sell-10,000-jin-of-grain activities. We 
should carry out these activities in close connection with the construc- 
tion of marketable grain production bases in the region. We should strive 
to have, within 3 years, every brigade in the aforementioned areas have 
about 80 households, every commune 700 households and every banner and 
county 8,000 households, selling 10,000 jin of grain to the state. 


Households designated as 10,000-jin-of-grain households should meet the 
following requirements: 
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1. They should raise the per-unit and total output of grain by improving 
production conditions, applying scientific farming and attending to 
intensive farming. Besides contracted land and private p'‘ots, they are not 
allowed to reclaim wasteland and grow crops on it. They : ,ould not sell 
their grain under another person's name or employ other tricks. 


2. While attending to grain production, they should pay attention to 
diversified undertakings and fulfill their contracted tasks of producing 
oil- and sugar-bearing crops as well as the production of beef cattle, 
goats, hogs and eggs, which are subject to assigned purchase by the state. 


3. They should fulfill the annual tasks with regard to planting trees and 
developing grasslands. 


As for rewards, the decision stipulates that the state will reward quali- 
fied 10,000-jin-of-grain households who meet all the requirements with 
coupons to purchase such manufactured goods as quality chemical ferti- 
lizer, timber, glass, bicycles, sewing machines and farm tools in short 
supply. Details on the issuance of coupons follow: 


1. Peasant households selling 10,000 jin of grain to the state will be 
given 30 coupons. Another coupon will be given for every additional 200 


jin of grain sold. 


2. Peasant households which fail to meet the standard of 10,000 jin but 
fulfill the prescribed quotas on a per capita basis will be given 3 coupons 
per person. Another coupon will be given for every additional 200 jin of 


grain sold. 


3. According to the different situations in different areas, coupons will 
be given on a per capita basis--as stipulated in the preceding article-- 
in basic accounting units under the unified management of a collective. 


People holding the coupons may buy whatever goods that can be purchased 
with coupons within the limits prescribed by the state. Generally, a 
coupon is allowed to purchase manufactured goods worth 5 to 7 yuan. In 
other words, a commune member with 30 coupons can purchase manufactured 
goods in short supply worth 150 to 210 yuan.

CIRCULAR ISSUED ON COMBATING SNOWSTORMS 
SK060449 Hohhot Nei Monggol Regional Service in Mandarin 1100 GMT 5 Jan 83 


[Text] The regional people's government recently issued an emergency 
circular urging all localities to strengthen work on combating natural 
disasters and protecting livestock. 


The circular states: Since the beginning of winter, some pastoral areas 
in our region have experienced heavy snowfall. Heavy wind and snowstorms 
have occurred in some localities. According to the region's weather fore- 
cast, snowfall in the pastoral areas will be heavier than usual during 
January and February. To ensure the safety of livestock during winter 
and spring, the regional government called on all livestock-raising 
banners and counties to organize work groups to the forefront as soon as 
possible to examine, commune by commune and brigade by brigade, the 
implementation of measures to combat natural disasters and protect live- 
stock, to organize work forces to graze livestock by sweeping away snow 
or moving it to other grassland and to strengthen livestock management. 


The circular calls on all snowstorm-stricken localities to organize man- 
power to vigorously look for missing animals and not to slaughter female 
animals at will. In the light of the snowstorm and grassland situations, 
all localities must organize and readjust camping and grazing grounds for 
winter and spring in line with local conditions. Efforts must be made to 
make proper arrangements for livestock that has been transferred to the 
grazing areas of the localities from other snowstorm-stricken areas. 


The circular states in conclusion: Now is the critical time for making 
moves that will protect livestock over the winter. All localities must 
organize sufficient means of transport to transport materials for combating 
natural disasters quickly. Communications departments must remove all 

the snow that has accumulated along the main lines of communications to 
ensure normal traffic and must strive to transport, as soon as possible, 
all needed fodder grass and animal feed to the camping and grazing grounds 
that are selected for winter and spring use.

ZHOU HUI URGES DEVELOPED PROCESSING INDUSTRY

[Excerpt] Zhou Hui, first secretary of the regional CPC committee, repeat- 
edly stressed at several recent meetings: The forage and fodder processing 
industries should be treated as newly developed industries in our region 
and developed as quickly as possible.

COMMENTARY ON CONTRACTING SYSTEM

{Commentary by station reporter (Zhang Tong): "Stabilizing and Improving 
the Agricultural Production Responsibility System Is Still the Major Task 
fo. the Current Rural Work"] 


[Text] At present, over 92 percent of the production teams in the region's 
rural areas i\ave introduced the all-round contracting system. This trend 
toward development shows that further progress will be made in 1983. [words 
indistinct] Some people think now that the responsibility system has been 
generally incroduced and success in this regard has already been achieved, 
its advantages have reached their peak and cannot go any higher. This idea 


is obviously wrong. 


At the regional meeting of secretaries of various banner and county CPC 
committees, leaders of the Xingan League CPC Committee and of various 
banner and county CPC committees under the jurisdiction of Xingan League, 
which introduced the all-round contracting system just over 1 year ago, 
said: The all-rovad contracting system has been generaily introduced in 
rural areas. [words indistinct] In fact, various localities have applied 
this system only in crop cultivation. In agricultural production, many 
spheres besides crop cultivation are included. If we fail to promptly 
implement and improve the responsibility system in all other spheres of 
agricultural production, not only will agricultural product.on as a whole 
be damaged, crop cultivation itself will be restricted. 


Secretaries of other banner and county CPC committees also maintained: 
The present general demands of commune members are: Policies should not 
be changed but methods should be improved. The fact that rural commune 
members want to continue the all-round contracting system shows that this 
system still has great potential. Now, cadres at all levels should not 
arbitrarily offer advice and should not be eager to carry out integra- 
tions. They should regard the stabilization and improvement of the 
responsibility system as the main task for rural work and concentrate their 
efforts on this work. The views of the comrades of Xingan League have 
reflected the opinions of most leading comrades participating in the 
regional meeting of the secretaries of banner and county CPC committees. 
They resolutely maintained that the contracting system should be applied 


in all spheres of rural economy. 
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Secretaries of some banner and county CPC committees in Ulangab League 
said: The all-rounc contracting system has not been fairly instituted in 
our league. In most areas, this system has been applied in crop cultiva- 
tion, but not in developing mountain, forest and water areas, industrial 
sideline production, motor-pumped wells and farm machinery. Even in the 
agriculture sphere, many items still need to be contracted. For instance, 
many large tractors in communes and brigades are left unused, thus making 
commune members discontent. Over 200 out of 380 large tractors in 
Wuchuan County are left unused. 


(Cai Ping), secretary of the Ulanqab League CPC Committee, said: Our 
minds should further be emancipated and the scope of transformation should 
be expanded. All unreasonable regulations should be boldly abolished and 
everything must accord with the demands of transformation. Everyone 
should voluntarily and promptly engage in creating new situations. Secre- 
taries of the Ih Ju League CPC Committee and of some banner and county CPC 
committees under the jurisdiction of the Ih Ju League, in which a rela- 
tively small number of production teams have instituted the responsibility 
system, said: It is necessary to popularize the contracting system to all 
fields of the rural economy. We should conduct an overall reform of rural 
economy looking toward large-scale agriculture. 


(Zhang Wenjing), secretary of the Dalad Banner CPC Committee, (Gao Yuxian), 
secretary of the Jungar Banner CPC Committee, and (Zhao-Bu-Deng-Sun-Ge), 
secretary of the Hangqin Banner CPC Committee, said: At present, the 
development of various socialized service trades in agricultural produc- 
tion, such as supply and marketing, processing, [words indistinct], trans- 
port, technology, information and credit, has already become an urgent 

need for changing present agricultural production into commodity production 
and into modernized agriculture. In these service trades, many existing 
regulations, systems and methods are unsuitable for the implementation of 
the all-round contracting system and interfere with the development of 
agricultural production. Therefore, the reform is imperative. In develop- 
ing these service trades, we should rely on the forces of the masses and 
encourage them to voluntarily contract for more trades. Only by so doing 
can they render more, prompt and better service and provide more employment 
opportunities for surplus laborers in rural areas. 


Over the past few days, participants in the regional meeting of the secre- 
taries of various banner and county CPC committees have warmly discussed 
the issue of reform. Their central opinion is to introduce the contracting 
system in all spheres of rural economy both in agriculture and other areas 
so as to make the contracting system, which has already given a good 
account of itself in the course of promoting agriculture, shine with more 
dazzling splendor in the course of changing agricultural production into 
commodity production and into modernized agriculture.

COMMENTARY URGES SELF-SUFFICIENCY IN GRAIN 
HK220641 Xining Qinghai Provincial Service in Mandarin 1100 GMT 21 Jan 83 
[Station commentary: "Grain Production Cannot Be Relaxed"] 


[Excerpts] Grain is people's most basic need. The production level and 
growth rate of grain have a great binding force on all economic development. 
Qinghai has a rather great deficit in grain. The average amount of grain 
available per person is below the national average. Except for the 
minority nationalities, the province has had to import grain from else- 
where every year since liberation. At present 70 percent of the grain sold 
in the province comes from state allocations. As for the transport costs, 
calculated at 4 to 5 cents a jin, they amount to over 200 million yuan a 
year. Looking at the long term, the province cannot rely forever on 
importing grain from elsewhere. Looking at the short term, the province is 
preparing to undertake some major industrial projects during the Sixth 
Five-Year Plan; these will need large amounts of grain as a guarantee. 
Therefore, to raise the province's self-sufficienty in grain as quickly as 
possible and achieve self-sufficiency at an early date constitutes a 
strategic task in our economic development. 


The province's grain production situation has taken a turn for the better 
since the third plenary session. However, the long period of stagnation 
in output has by no means ended. Moreover, certain new problems have 
appeared in the past 2 years. In particular, the sown area of grain has 
been reduced to a rather great extent. The province grew 6.12 million mu 
of grain in 1981, a reduction of 6.1 percent compared with 1978. The 
figures for 1982 are not yet complete, but according to our information 


the area was further reduced. 


There are two main reasons for this: 1) Too much land has been occupied 
for capital construction and rural housing; 2) grain land has been turned 
over to diversification. It is now urgent to stabilize the grain area. 
The provincial government has therefore proposed that the grain area must 
not be less than 6.2 million mu. We must fulfill this demand. We must 
first strictly control the occupation of farmland for other purposes. 
Second, we must clearly understand that stabilizing the grain area is a 
major issue in the concept of large-scale agriculture. Development of 
diversification must not be at the expense of grain production. 
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At present some communes and brigades fulfill their grain output plans by 
means of increasing the yields; they then grow industrial crops in the 
grain fields. This seems a practical method within one commune or one 
brigade, but it is not a good method when viewed from the overall and 
entire situation. At present the province's greatest difficulty in 
national economic development is grain production. Big grain deficit is 
the key problem in the province's economic development. We therefore hope 
that the comrades on the agricultural front will base their efforts on 
macroeconomics and the overall situation and grow grain on all land where 
this is possible. On land suitable for grain and also for industrial crops 
and fodder, priority should be given to growing grain.

QINGHAI LEADER ON PROMOTING RURAL ECONOMY

[Excerpts] The Qinghai provincial conference of secretaries of prefectural, 
city, county and commune CPC committees held a full ses-ion yesterday 
morning. Provincial CPC Committee Secretary Zhao Haifeng delivered a 
report entitled: "Further Emancipate the Mind, Relax the Policies, Be 

Bold in Reforming, and Strive To Create a New Situation in Agriculture and 
Animal Husbandry." Provincial CPC Committee Secretary Zhang Guosheng 


presided at the session. 


Comrade Zhao Haifeng said: At present, over 96 percent of the province's 
20,600 agricultural and animal husbandry production teams are practicing 
the system of contracted responsibilities with payment linked to output. 
The large-scale changes in the responsibility system situation are now 
over, and the system is becoming more mature as it makes steady progress. 
However, the responsibility system in agriculture and animal husbandry 
cannot stop at this point, nor can we say that the readjustment of produc- 
tion relations in the rural and pastoral areas is now complete. We must 
continue to perfect the system. 


The key to perfecting and improving the responsibility system lies in 
correctly handling the relationship between unified and separate manage- 
ment. Generally speaking, in places practicing the system of contracted 
responsibilities for each household, the focus in perfecting the system 
should be on strengthening the unified management of the production teams. 
In places practicing other types of responsibility system, we should con- 
tract out to the groups and households production items suitable for 
separate management and operation, and also allocate them correspeding 
production materials. All units practicing the system of contracted 
responsibilities must sign contracts, through which planning guidance 
should be strengthened. 


At present most places have not yet established responsibility systems for 
the various aspects of diversification. In the future we must expand the 
system of contracted responsibilities with payment linked to output to 

the commune and brigade enterprises, forestry, livestock breeding, 
fisheries, technical guidance, and other aspects of diversification. All 
items suitable for contracting should be contracted.

On the reform of the economic setup in the rural and pastoral areas, 
Comrade Zhao Haifeng said: At present we should first carry ou: reforms 
in three fields: 1) Actively support specialized households and house- 
holds doing specialized jobs to develop various types of cooperative 
economy; 2) reform the commercial setup in the rural and pastoral areas 
and clear the circulation channels; 3) reform the people's commune system 
and separate government administration from economic management. 


Comrade Zhao Haifeng said: We must conform to the prosperous new economic 
situation in the rural and pastoral areas, further emancipate our minds 
and relax the policies. ‘n particular, we must relax still more the 
economic policies in the pastoral areas and poor mountain areas. We must 
encourage the peasants to engage in development-style production by con- 
tracting barren hills and slopes to the households to plant trees and 
grass and harness the environment in a comprehensive way. 


After fulfilling their procurement quotas, the peasant and herdsmen masses 
may market their products including grain, oil, wool, and hides, together 
with products for which no procurement quotas are set. They can handle 
these products in various ways. Individual peasants and herdsmen can also 
handle such products and engage in long- or short-distance transport, to 
other counties and also to other provinces. The province will rescind the 
regulation that export of agricultural, animal and sideline products from 
the province has to be examined and approved by the units concerned. 


In order .> stimulate economic development in the pastoral areas, in the 
future procurement base figures should be set for all possible items, so 
that the herdsmen will have a certain degree of power over handling their 
products. After fulfilling their state procurement quotas, the peasants 
and herdsmen can [words indistinct] either individually or jointly, to 
process the agricultural and sideline products. They can handle the sales 
of the processed products themselves. 


In the wake of the development of commodity economy, various types of 
specialized households, hvyuseholds engaged in specialized jobs, and able 
producers are hiring helpers in u tew cases. This is an issue with a 
strong policy sense, and we must deal with it carefully. With regard to 
labor adjustments among the peasants and herdsmen, those temporary workers 
hired by people who have lost their labor force or do not have enough for 
the purpose of maintaining their livelihood, and the few seasonal laborers 
and others hired by individual peasants or the cooperative economy during 
the busy seasons are to be regarded as customary mutual aid and coopera- 
tion; this practice cannot be viewed as exploitation of hired labor. 
Restrictions on the number of laborers that can be hired may be relaxed in 
development-style production items such as planting trees on barren hills 
and slopes, establishing orchards and so on. 


We should extensively tap the sources of finance, bring into full play the 
initiative of the cooperative economy and the individual, and meke use of 
surplus rural and pastoral labor and idle capital among the masses to build 
roads and small power piants, reservoirs, and water conservancy projects. 
We should institute a system of permanent utilization of such projects; 
whoever builds them can manage them and benefit from them. We should allow 
the peasants and herdsmen to manage all kinds of service undertakings.

CONFERENCE DISCUSSES RURAL AGRICULTURE WORK

In 
developing diversification, we must enhance the role of the collectives 
and individuals and enthusiastically support the specialized households 
and households doing specialized jobs We must also pay attention to 
developing the processing industries. 


We must develop the peasants’ cooperative commerce and individual

Vice Governor Bai Jinian said: Shaanxi has reaped all-round bumper 
harvests in 1982. Total summer grain output was 8.86 billion jin, the 
highest since the founding of the state. Autumn grain output was 9.1 
billion jin. Total grain production over the whole year was 17.9 billion 
jin. Total cotton output increased by 100 percent over 1981, and procure- 
ment rose by over 1 million dan. Despite a reduction in the sown area, 
rapeseed production reached 3.01 million dan.

NEW APPROACHES TO ANIMAL HUSBANDRY OUTLINED 


Beijing NONGCUN GONGZUO TONGXUN [RURAL WORK NEWSLETTER) in

[Text] Most of Taian Prefecture in Shandong Province is made up 
of mountains and hills, and the amount of land per capita aver- 
ages 1 mu of farmland and 2 mu of mountainland. Following the 
practice of production responsibility systems, communes and 
brigades have had a generally more than 30 percent labor surplus. 
What was to be done with this surpius labor? They put to full 
use the advantages they enjoyed to farm the 1 mu of farmland, to 
go in for forestry in distant areas, and to raise livestock in 
nearby ones. After having summarized the positive and negative 
lessons of experience in livestock industry production during the 
past 30 years, they proposed vigorous development of herbivorous 
livestock without any relaxation in the raising of nogs for the 
development of diverse kinds of commune member family livestock 
raising. Most of the surplus labor was absorbed into development 
of the livestock industry, which extended to every household, and 
"four kinds of households" burgeoned. 


Ordinary Households. This refers to ordinary household sideline 
occupations. This prefecture actively encouraged and supported 
commune members in making full use of auxiliary workforces, of 
scattered livestock fodder, of existing facilities, and of 
traditional experiences, developing family livestock feeding in 
front of and behind houses. They believed that this was a basis 
for current development of the livestock industry, was a 

well pring for providing livestock products, and and was a 
Starting point in the modernization of the livestock industry 
that could not be passed over. Today, the prefecture's livestock 
raising has become the principal sideline occupation of the broad 
masses of commune member families. Inside a commune member's 
courtyard one seeg a proliferation of livestock animals of all 
kinds. In general, peasant household income derived from family 
livestock raising runs to between 300 and 500 yuan. 
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Joint Households. This refers to livestock raising done jointly 
by production teams and individual households. This is sometimes 
called "production team and household joint ventures," and lends 
itself to peasant households having a fairly large amount of 
surplus man days. In cases where a household has a surplus of 
ablebodied workers, but has rather poor economic conditions that 
make it difficult for the household to raise large numbers of 
livestock, while developing its own family sideline occupations, 
it can also contract with the collective for the raising of a 
small number of livestock and poultry. Some contract the raising 
of one or two cattle, and some contract to raise several hogs. 
This year 116,000 peasant households in Laifu County (or half the 
total number of peasant households) signed agreements with pro- 
duction teams contracting the raising for the collective of more 
than 600,000 rabbits and geese. In Chengguan Commune, more than 
7,000 head of fattened hogs were raised jointly by production 
teams and individual households. This method fires the enthus- 
iasm of both parties and develops commodity production. 


Key Households. Most such households are two occupation house- 
holds that both contract the farming of land and contract the 
raising of livestock. One worker devoting himself exclusively to 
the raising of livestock made an income of more than 500 yuan 
from it. This form has promoted the beginnings of specialized 
division of labor within households. It represents a budding of 
a specialized livestock industry and is termed a specialized army 


in reserve. 


Specialized Households. These have come about in two ways. One 
way has been through collective contracting of livestock to in- 
dividual households, and the other has been a spin off from 
commune member family sideline occupations in an evolution from 
"key households." These have relied on the funds and experiences 
they themselves have accumulated and support from the collective 
to become specialized households. When the principle ablebodied 
workers ina family have devoted themselves to livestock 
production, their earnings from livestock production have been 
more than 1,000 yuan. Most such households no longer contract the 
farming of land, and some of them farm only land to provide 

grain rations for themselves and feed for their livestock. This 
form can provide for excess rural workforces in all households. 
This represents a gradual move toward specialization in agri- 
culture and the first step toward specialization in the live- 


stock industry. 


The joint households, key households, and specialized households 
that have come into being are under general centralized manage- 
ment, individual households running their own operations and 

compensation being linked to output. A system of "four centra- 
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lizations is adhered to (planning, management, deployment of 
workforces, and distributions). Production teams provide the 
funds (or the young livestock) and the livestock feed (or land 
for growing livestock feed). Commune members turn over money and 
manure to the production team, the production team recording 
workpoints for all receipts. This has worked very well. In 
1981, 105,000 key households and specialized households devel- 
oped throughout the prefecture (specialized households account- 
ing for about 25 percent of the total number). This was 8 
percen: of the total number of households in the prefecture. 

They contracted the raising of a totel of 210,000 head of large 
livestock animals, 370,000 head of hogs, 260,000 sheep, 1.02 
million rabbits, 1.2 million poultry, 25,000 martens, and 4,700 
hives of bees. They created net earnings of 80.2 million yuan, 
income per household averaging 764 yuan. Additionally there were 
about 50,000 "joint households." It is predicted that this year 
the number of "three kinds of households" will rise to 400,000, 
which is about one-third the total number of households in the 
prefecture. This year Laifu County had 168,000 of the "three 
Kinds of households” (amounting to 73 percent of the households 
in the county) that signed contracts with production teams. They 
contracted to raise a total of more than 700,000 rabbits, and 
more than 500,000 geese. These agreements have made the countless 
households and the collective economy part of an integrated whole 
in taking a common path toward prosperity.

Taian Prefecture's establishment of an all-around animal 
husbandry system has become a mainstay in development of a diver- 


sified family livestock raising industry. 


Superior Breed Livestock and Poultry Breeding System. Not only 
has the prefecture and counties set up superior variety breeding 
farms, but throughout the prefecture 900 superior breed livestock 
and poultry breeding households and 340 stud livestock households 
have been established as well. Most of the stud livestock house- 
holds have funded by production teams, which also provide the 
livestock feed, the households raising the livestock, income and 
expenses being shared between the production team and the house- 


holds. Results have been very good. 


Livestock and Poultry Raising Demonstration Center Households. In 
1981 throughout the prefecture, 150 households were developed 
into livestock and poultry raising demonstration households, 
whose income derived from livestock raising amounted to more than 
3,000 yuan. Most of these households had links to leading cadres 
at all levels. Leading cadres at all levels used classic methods 
of showing the way. They used key households and specialized 
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households to spur the countless households to action and give 
impetus to development of the livestock industry throughout the 
prefecture. In 1981 the prefecture realized an income from the 
livestock industry of more than 160 million yuan, 34 percent more 
than in 1980. This really showed the power of example, and how 
the lighting of a single lamp can illuminate a vast area. 


Veterinary Service System. The greatest worry of peasants 
engaged in the raising of livestock and poultry is numerous 
diseases. In order to eliminate this nagging concern, the 
prefecture is in process of promoting the contracting of 
epidemic prevention techniques. Results have been very good, and 
much appreciated by the broad masses of people. A survey of 13 
production brigades in Laifu County showed that during 1981 vet- 
erinary departments signed agreements with individual chicken 
raising households contracting for epidemic prevention in 17,941 
chickens at a set fee of 0.20 yuan per chicken, and paying 2 yuan 
for every chicken that died from chicken pest or poultry cholera. 
After contracting, more than 95 percent of all chickens were 
innoculated against chicken pest and poultry cholera. As of the 
end of the year in no production brigade had there been any 
epidemics. Now this system of technical contracting for veter- 
inary services is being gradually improved throughout the 
prefecture. 


Livestock Feed Service System. In addition to the livestock feed 
plants in process of being built in some counties, every product- 
ion brigade in the prefecture has set up livestock feed processing 
points, and the extent to which they bring in materials from 
elsewhere for processing for commune members is steadily increasing. 


Production and Marketing Service System. With the development of 
production, peasants had yet another worry, namely the problem 

of how to market their products. In addition to fulfilling state 
quotas for sales of livestock products, Taian Prefecture also 
opened numerous other marketing channels in a combination of pro- 
duction and marketing. In 1981 the prefecture test operated six 
diversified production and marketing service companies, and this 
year the Prefecture CPC Committee has approved the operation of 
integrated livestock, industrial, and commercial enterprisers. 
The trade warehouse run by Culai Commune in Taian City forged a 
link with Shanghai, last year supplying Shanghai 350 tons of 
geese. This year, it again signed an agreement to supply 1,200 
tons. Though this service system is still in its infancy, people 
hold out hope for it.

Since the Third Plenary Session, Taian Prefecture has found a way 
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or the development of its livestock industry production suited 
to realities and suited to the level of development of product- 
livity, which demonstrates numerous advantages as follows: 


1. A way has been found to provide for the large numbers of 
Surplus workers in rural villages. After Fengtai Production 
Brigade in Taian City instituted production responsibility 
Systems, it had 160,000 man days of surplus labor (an average of 
269 man days per household), all of which was put to work in 
animal nusbandry. Facts have shown that the livestock industry 
nas become a vast world for the placement of excess rural 
workforces. Not only does it provide for auxiliary labor in 
commune member households, but it also provides for surplus labor 
in every household. 


2. It opens a vast source of wealth by which peas2nts can 
become prosperous as soon as possible. A group of peasant 
households that have begun to become prosperous through devel- 
opment of the livestock industry has emerged throughout the pre- 
fecture. Incomplete statistics show 180,000 households with® 
incomes topping 1,000 yuan per year. Some “outstanding hous - 
holds" have incomes of more than 10,000 yuan. “ 


32. A way has been found to develop and build up mountain 
regions. Mengzhuang Production Brigade in Taian City is a mountain 
region brigade in which there is 0.7 mu of farmland and 3 mu of 
mountainland per capita. They proposed as the main line of 

attack in building the economy the use of 4,000 mu of barren 
mountains. One-third of the production brigade's peasant house- 
holds went into livestock industry production. At 100 places in 
the mountains, specialized household "livestock farms" were 
established for the raising of herbivorous livestock.

[Text] Shanghai, January 3 (XINHUA)--Shanghai's Agricultural Department 
has announced that the city's 1982 grain output reached 2.03 million tons, 


250,000 tons more than 1981. 


The department attributed much of the improvement to the more than 100 new 
agricultural products and processes developed in the last five years by the 
Shanghai Academy of Agricultural Sciences, many of which are now being 
used in Shanghai and surrounding provinces. 


The academy has nearly 500 researchers in six institutes of crop cultiva- 
tion, soil and fertilizer, fungus, gardening, plant protection and veteri- 
nary science. It also has five demonstration centers, six experimental 
centers where new products are popularized, four technical service stations 
and a program of field work offering classes and training sessions to 


interested peasants. 


Academy research has covered a wide range of subjects including selection 
of grain and vegetable seeds, improvement of soil, cultivation of edible 
fungus, prevention and cure of livestock and poultry diseases, and 
preparation of fertilizer and fodder. 


"Shanghai barley No. 10" is moisture and lodging resistant. Yields on 
6,000 hectares were 2,000 tons more than the old strain on the same 
acreage, the department said. The new strain was introduced to Jiangsu, 


Zhejiang, Hubei and Fujian Provinces in 1982. 


"Huahanzao" rice, an early-ripening and cold resistant variety developed in 
1981, raised output of semilate and late rice on Shanghai's outskirts 8 
percent. Traditionally, semilate and late rice had low yields due to early 
frosts, but the improved semilate strain ripens three days to four days 
earlier and the late strain five days to seven days earlier. It has been 
planted on 6,000 hectares in Shanghai and surrounding provinces, the 


department said. 


Other developments include high-yield rape seed strains resistant to cold 
and disease, a catalyst that accelerates ripening of cotton bolls, layered 
application of fertilizer to barley, a crossbreed of lean hogs and a 
preparation of mushroom seeds in nontoxic plastic bags instead of glass 
bottles.

On Rural Responsibility Systems

[Excerpts] Sichuan Provincial CPC Committee Secretary Yang Rudai pointed 
out at the recent provincial conference on agriculture, finance and trade: 
In currently further perfecting the agricultural production responsibility 
systems, we must clearly realize that management by the peasant households 
must be the dominant factor, extend the period of contracting out the 
farmland, lighten the peasants’ burdens, do a good job in consolidating 
finances, and further perfect the contract system. 


Comrade Yang Rudai said: At present the great majority of production teams 
in the province have instituted the system of contracted responsibilities 
based on the household, which has sole responsibility for profit or loss. 
In the future, whether developing grain production or diversification, we 
must simultaneously promote the interests of the state, the collective and 
the individual and take management by peasant household as the dominant 
factor. The products of household management belong to the household. The 
rural peasant households must pay state taxes and deliver the portion to be 
retained by the collective, in accordance with the regulations. The house- 
holds must also ensure the fulfillment of contracts they have signed for 
delivering products. We should institute the system of basing deliveries 
and accounting on the households. Surplus products lef. after fulfilling 
the state procurement quotas can be handled by the peasants themselves. 

No unit or individual is allowed to interfere in this. 


Comrade Yang Rudai pointed out: Frequent alterations to responsibility 
land constitute a major cause of the peasants’ fear of change. This seri- 
ously affects the peasants’ enthusiasm to carry out agricultural capital 
construction, such as land improvement. In accordance with the experiences 
of some places, production teams where the conditions are right can retain 
a certain proportion of land, for instance, about 5 percent, as mobile 
land, for readjustments for new population; all the other land should be 
contracted out for a long time with no changes. Production teams that have 
not retained mobile land can solve the problem by readjusting the propor- 
tion of products to be retained by the collective or the procurement quotas 
and so on. They can also practice any other method the masses desire. 
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Comrade Yang Rudai pointed out: The problem of lightening the peasants’ 
burdens is an issue we must be resolved to tackle. No department is 
allowed to arbitrarily increase the peasants’ burdens without the agree- 
ment of the provincial CPC committee and government. The masses have the 
right to resist those who increase the peasants" burdens in ways that do 
not conform to the Central Committee and State Council regulations.

We must vigorously support the development of specialized households, 
households doing specialized jobs, and the operation of small orchards, 
groves, mulberry plantations, tea plantations, vegetable plots and live- 
stock farms by rural households. 


Comrade Yang Rudai said: At present, not only have large numbers of house- 
holds specializing in cultivation and livestock raising started to emerge 
in the province; there has also been corresponding development of science 
and technology demonstration households and also households specializing in 
service trades such as transport and sales, repair and processing work. 

Led forward by the specialized households, the peasants’ enthusiasm to 
operate various small domestic undertakings has surged up. This on the one 
hand opens up opportunities for surplus rural manpower and ensures that 
every able man can display his wisdom and skill, and on the other puts 
forward new demands on the popularization and application of modern agri- 
cultural science and technology and on services and processing for com- 
modity production. The leaders at all levels and the departments must 
actively support the specialized households and the operation of various 
small undertakings by peasant households. 


As regards policy demarcation lines, we must strictly distinguish between 
getting rich through hard work and committing economic crimes. We must 
certainly not hit at proper operations and transport by regarding them as 
speculative activities. The professional departments concerned must set 
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up service networks and help the specialized households and those households 
operating various small undertakings to solve problems in supply and sales, 
processing, technology, transport and so on. They must also provide sup- 
port in capital, raw materials and equipment. At present, stress should be 
laid on supporting households specializing in raising pigs, chickens, cattle 
and goats, so that they can develop on a large scale. 


Comrade Yang Rudai demanded that party committees and government at all 
levels in the province get a good grasp of agricultural science and tech- 
nology work. He said: In popularizing agricultural science and technology 
we should currently focus on the following tasks:

MEETING DISCUSSES AGRICULTURE, COMMERCE 
HK170318 Chengdu Sichuan Provincial Service in Mandarin 2300 GMT 16 Jan 83 


[Excerpts] The Sichuan Provincial CPC Committee and government held a 
provincial conference on agriculture, finance and trade from 6 to 

16 January, to convey and implement the spirit of the national conference 
of agricultural secretaries and the national commercial work conference. 
On the basis of seriously studying the relevant central documents, the 
participants held deepgoing discussions in connection with the actual 
situation in Sichuan. They further emancipated their minds and enhanced 
understanding. They said: We must continue to relax the policies, fur- 
ther perfect and improve the agricultural production responsibility systems, 
speed up the reform of the rural commercial setup, thoroughly enliven con- 
modity circulation in the rural areas, and strive to continually develop 
the excellent situation that has now appeared in rural Sichuan. 


Provincial CPC Committee Deputy Secretary and Acting Governor Yang Xizong 
presided at the meeting. Provincial CPC Committee Secretary Yang Rudai 
gave a summation. Over 1,200 people attended the conference, including 
comrades responsible for agriculture and finance and trade in the prefec- 
tures, cities and counties, and responsible persons of departments con- 
cerned. 


The conference summed up the excellent situation that appeared on the 
province's agricultural front in 1982 and put forward the tasks for 1983. 
The conference demanded that the province increase grain production by 
about 3 percent this year, on the basis of last year's figure. Total 
agricultural output value should rise by about 5 percent and average 
incomes by 20 to 30 yuan per capita. In order to win new victory this 
year, it is first necessary to enhance understanding and unify our think- 
ing. We must seriously study the central documents and implement them in 
a thoroughly sound way. Through study, we should bring our thinking into 
line with the central documents, truly get rid of leftist ideological 
influences, break through the bindings of old conventions, and achieve the 
following three changes, in ideology and practical work: 


1. We must truly understand the special feature and importance of house- 
hold management of agriculture. We must change our previous habitual 
ideological style of regarding production team management as the dominant

factor into a style suited to having household management as the dominant 
factor. We must vigorously support the development of all types of 
specialized households, households doing specialized jobs and the opera- 
tion of various small undertakings by peasant households. We must apply 
the demonstration role of specialized households to lead all the house- 


holds forward. 


2. We must fully understand the urgency and importance of promoting 
commodity circulation. We must change from only grasping production and 
neglecting circulation in the past to grasping both production and circu- 
lation. We must grasp both, after the fashion of Dazu County. 


3. We must fully understand the special features of commodity production 
and change from only paying attention to rural self-sufficiency production 
in the past to developing commodity production. We must resolve to promote 
all links of service work before and after production. 


We must continue to do a good job in readjustment and reform. In restruc- 
turing agricultural production in 1983, we must stabilize the grain area. 
We must sow grain on all suitable land. We must continue to promote 
intensive management of the existing 100 million mu of arable land and 

also work hard on the 500 million mu of nonarable land. We must vigorously 
exploit the barren hills, grassy slopes and stretches of water. 


We must consult with the masses in carrying out rural economic reform. We 
should move slowly or not act at all when the masses resolutely disagree 
with our measures. In other sectors we should hold full consultations with 
the masses in light of local realities, and gradually carry out reforms. 


We must further perfect and improve the agricultural production responsi- 
bility systems. In the future, whether in developing grain production or 
carrying out diversification, we should promote together the interests of 
the state, the collective and the individual and regard management by the 
household as the dominant factor. We must relax the limits on the con- 
tracting of farmland. Production teams where the conditions are right can 
retain a certain proportion of land, for instance about 5 percent, as 
mobile land for adjusting for new population; all the rest should be con- 
tracted out for a long time with no change. Teams that have no mobile land 
for new population can solve the problem by readjusting their retention and 
procurement amounts. On slopes of more than 30 degrees and bits of marginal 
land contracted to the peasants, the peasants should be allowed to plant 
fruit, mulberry and other trees; he who plants a tree owns it, under the 
premise of not changing the collective ownership system. 


We must further perfect the contract system. The 1982 contracts must be 
seriously fulfilled, and the 1983 contracts must be signed well. Both 
parties to a contract must carry out their obligations and ensure their 


fulfillment. 


We must vigorously support the development of socialized households, house- 
holds doing specialized jobs and the operation of various small undertakings 


by peasant households. 
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We must vigorously popularize agricultural science and technology. 


The meeting put forward a number of policy measures for further emanci- 
pating the mind, reiaxing the policies, speeding up the reform of the 

rural commercial setup and enlivening the rural commodity circulation. 

This year it is necessary to concentrate on solving two problems: 1) Speed 
up the pace of reforming the supply and marketing cooperative setup; 

2) relax the policies on purchase and sales of agricultural and sideline 


products. 


The meeting stressed: The key to further developing the new situation 
already created in agriculture lies in strengthening and improving party 
leadership at all levels. We must first correct the guiding ideology and 
clearly understand that the duty of every party and government department 
is to serve the peasants, the grassroots and agricultural production, and 
is not to make the peasants conform to their demands and serve the demands 
of their departments. It is also necessary to tangibly improve leadership 
methods.

DEVELOPMENT OF NON-CULTIVATED LAND REPORTED 
Chengdu SICHUAN RIBAO in Chinese 8 Oct 82 pp 1, 2 


[Article by Staff Commentator: "There Is More to It than Meets the Eye 
With Regards to Non-Cultivated Land") 


[Text] While practicing intensive farming on limited :ultivated land, 
striving to raise the yield per unit area and guaranteeing a steady 
increase of the total grain output, it is important to take into 
consiceration the local conditions and exploit and comprehensively utilize 
the resources of the non-cultivated land so as to increase the production 
of commodities, speed up the development of the rural economy, realize 
the demanc of the provincial party committee in increasing agricultural 
production and output in the next 5 years, thereby realizing the goal of 
struggle set forth by the 12th National Party Congress for the next 20 
years and enabling the peasants to become well off as quickly as possible. 
This is another important topic which our province must conscientiously 
study and resolve while implementing the spirit of the 12th National Party 
Congress and creating an all-round new situation for the socialist 


modernization. 


Our province has 570,000 square kilometers of land, that is, 850 million 
mu, with an average of 8.5 mu per person. Of this, close to 100 million 
mu is cultivated land, with an average of 1 mu per person. About 600 
million my is barrm hills and forest grounds, grasslands, winding paths 
and courtyards, water surface and flood land. Of the gross agricultural 
output value throughout the province, the output value created by the 
cultivated land was about 90 percent, while that of the non-cultivated 
land was only 10 percent. In the past, whenever developing agricultural 
production was mentioned, people often thought only of the existing 
cultivated land, and did not have a sufficient understanding of, conduct 
adequate study on and apply appropriate measures in how to exploit and 
utilize the non-cultivated land, which was 5 times that of the cultivated 
land. Otherwise, they might have had correct measures which were not 
effectively implemented. As a result, not only did they not properly 
utilize the plentiful resources of the non-cultivated land, but, under 
the influence of the "leftist" ideology, they onesidedly emphasized 
"taking grain as the key link," which led to the destruction of forests 
for the sake of reclaiming wasteland, the destruction of grasslands for the 
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sake of growing grain, reclamation of land from rivers, thereby undermining 
the equilibrium in the environment, intensifying soil erosion, causing 
natural calamities to happen frequently, and slowing down the development 

in agricultural production. Practice proves that it is impossible to enable 
the peasants throughout the province to become well off on the 100 million 
mu of cultivated land alone. Since the 3d plenary session of the 1lth party 
Central Committee, we brought order out of chaos in our guiding ideology, 
corrected the erroneous thinking of one-crop farming, implemented in an 
ali-round manner the policy of agricultural production, and readjusted 

the economic structure in agriculture. In particular, with the launching 

of the work of investigating agricultural resources and dividing agri- 
cultural districts, people have begun to attach importance to the all-round 
utilization of land resources. While managing well the existing cultivated 
land, they have actively utilized the non-cultivated land in the development 
of diversified economy, thereby accelerating agricultural development and 
raising economic results. Throughout the province, there are many counties, 
communes and production brigades that have an income per capita of over 

200 yuan, 300 yuan and 400 yuan. These units have one common characteristic, 
and that is that the income from diversified economy occupies a large 
portion of the total income. Their practical experience has shown that, 

in order to enable the rural areas to prosper as quickly as possible, 
besides doing a good job of intensive farming of the existing cultivated 
land, they must make a big issue of the non-cultivated land by actively doing 
a good job of diversified economy, developing the commodity economy and 
striving to increase production, and income and making contributions. This 
is a strategic measure of our province's rural areas in transforming 


poverty into prosperity. 


Can we make a big issue of the non-cultivated land? As far as the entire 
province is concerned, there is a great deal of non-cultivated land that 
still awaits to be exploited and utilized. Among the land that has been 
exploited, some still has not been fully and properly utilized, and still 
has tremendous hidden production potential. However, some comrades felt 
that the non-cultivated land such as the wasteland and grassland and sandy 
flood land was “barren land" and not very profitable; the unoccupied 

places on “four sides" were scattered and of little importance. Indeed, 
compared to the fertile land such as the plains and shallow hills where 
"fat can be squeezed with the foot very easily,” it is true that the 
non-cultivated land is abrren and poor. However, as long as we can exploit 
and utilize it in line with local conditions, the non-cultivated land can 
become precious land. For instance, the No. 6 and 7 production teams under 
the No. 13 production brigade in Qingqi commune in Pengan County planted 
tangerine trees on the red ossified earth land [4767 4258 7539 1311 0966) 
where "no worm will grow from excrement.” The average income per capita 
from tangerine in the entire year was around 500 yuan. The Liulinpo 
production team under Yudai commune in Wanyuan County utilized wasteland 
and grassland to build forests, developing commercial forests as well as 
economic forests. The average income per capita from forestry in the entire 
year was over 100 yuan. Again, for instance, Chongqing County properly 
utilized the flood land of the Xi River and brought about an average per 

mu output value of 590 yuan. The No. 5 production brigade in Shuangsheng 
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commune in Shifang County utilized flood land to build orchards, 7 mu of 
which were used to grow tangerine trees, with an average output value of 
943 yuan per mu, which were several times more than the average per mu 
output of some 200 yuan of field crops in that locality. Although the 
unoccupied places on “four sides” are scattered, when put together, they 
make up quite a considerable amount of land. Pi County's investigation 
showed that on the average, for every 10 mu of farmland there were 1 mu of 
raised paths through fields, 1.25 mu of ditches, and 2 mu of winding paths 
and courtyards, which made up 40 percent of the area of farmland. If we 
utilize these scattered places to grow bamboo, timber, silkworm, fruits, 
herbs, tea, to raise chickens, ducks, rabbits or fish, or to develop 
flowers and grass, birds and insects, the benefits will be fairly 
impressive. A commune member in Dunyi commune in Dayi County utilized the 
space in front of and in the back of his house to grow tangerines, grapes 
and huang jue lan [7806 2730 5695]. The entire household obtained an 
annual average net income per capita of 166 yuan. Instances like the above 
are seen everywhere. This fully proves that it is not at all unprofitable 
and insignificant to exploit and utilize the non-cultivated land and the 
unoccupied places on "four sides.” On the contrary, there are bright 
prospects in doing so. Thus, our understanding of the soil should go beyond 
the narrow conventional view of attaching importance only to the cultivated 
land. We must understand that the land resources do not include only the 
cultivated land but also the non-cultivated land that can be used to 
develop agriculture, forestry, animal husbandry, sideline occupation and 
fishery; that it includes above-ground crops as well as the wild crops 
above ground and the minerals underground. If we adopt a wide field of 
vision, reestablish our understanding of the land resources, grasp well 

on the one hand the intensive farming of the existing cultivated land and 
continue to increase the yield per unit area, and grasp well on the other 
hand the exploitation and utilization of the resources of the non-cultivated 
land and give full play to the superiority of our province's plentiful 
labor force and resources of the non-cultivated land, transform the 
interiority of the lack of cultivated land, then we can create a tremendous 
material wealth that will not only accelerate the advancement toward 
realizing a common wealth in the countryside, but will bring forth a large 
amount of industrial raw materials and non-staple food products, promote 
the development in industry, revive the market, increase financial income 
and greatly enhance the prosperity of the province's economy. More 
importantly, making use of the non-cultivated land in developing a 
diversified economy involving forestry, animal husbandry, sideline occupation 
and fishery, we can raise environmental results. This is related to the 
long-term wealth for generation of our children and grandchildren, and we 
should not underestimate its deep and far reaching significance. 


Our province has a large population and insufficient cultivated land. We 
have sufficient labor. Since practicing the system of responsibility in 

agricultural production, we have an idle labor force of around 50 per-ent. 
Furthermore, the various localities have technical personnel and practical 
experiences in utilizing the non-cultivated land in developing diversified 
economy. This has provided the conditions for exploiting and utilizing 

the non-cultivated land and increasing commodity production. The various 
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localities must ride on the strong east wind of the 12th party congress, 
make full use of the favorable conditions, integrate the investigation 

in agricultural resources with agricultural regional planning, formulate 

an all-round plan for developing agriculture, and include the non-cultivated 
land in the plan. They must implement in an all-round manner the policies 
regarding the development of agricultural production and further perfect the 
system of responsibility in diversified economy. In light of the 
characteristics of the resources of the non-cultivated land and the 
different items in diversified economy, they must acknowledge the simultan- 
eous existence of the multi-level form of ownership system and the form of 
d-versified economy, fully mobilize the enthusiasm of the state, the 
collective and the individual commune member in managing the non-cultivated 
land. They must adopt the principle of unified planning with due consideration 
for all concerned and all-round arrangement; adopt the methods of working 
from what is near to what is far, on the easy first and the difficult 
afterwards, letting the short-term task nurture the long-term task and 
combining the long-term task with the short-term task; follow the plan in 
exploiting and comprehensively utilizing non-cultivated land in a step- 
by-step fashion; integrate the work of exploiting and utilizing with 
protecting and nurturing the resources of the non-cultivated land; unify 
the work of increasing economic results with raising environmental results; 
and render due contributions to vitalizing the agriculture in the entire 


province.

[Text] In Sichuan Province, the government departments in charge of com- 
merce in rural areas are not just selling farm implements, fertilizer and 


insecticide. 


They have taken on an added role: Spreading information and giving tech- 
nical help, according to the Sichuan Provincial Agricultural Supply 


Corporation. 


Since the institution of the responsibility system, peasants demand better 
farming techniques as well as more farm tools and machinery. 


Sichuan agricultural supplying departments in 120 counties and cities, 70 
per cent of the province's total, have set up technical service centres, 
according to Fu Pengfei, deputy director of the corporation. 


Technical services include: 


--Touring rural fairs to mobilize peasants to fight outbreaks of crop pests 
and disease forecast by agricultural technical centres. 


--Demonstrating the use of pesticides or new farm tools in the fields. 
--Answering inquiries and distributing technical pamphlets. 


--Spreading scientific knowledge and techniques through radio broadcasts, 
wall newspapers and publications. 


Tools in Need 


he Agricultural Supplying Corporation also helps factories produce farm 
implements that are in short supply. 


For example, factories in the province need 320,000 cubic metres of timber 
per year to make farm tools, but the government can only provide 53 per cent 
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of that figure. So the corporation persuaded factories to replace wood 
implements with iron and plastic ones. 


To overcome peasant sales resistance, the commercial departments promised 
to repair the new type of implements free of charge. Peasants in the 
province purchased 6.4 million iron and plastic farm implements in the last 
two years. 


In the first 10 months of 1982, the rural supplying departments did 1.05 

billion yuan of business, 13.6 per cent more than over the same period of 
1978. Fertilizer sales amounted to 4.72 million tons, 41.3 per cent up, 

and sprayers 444,000, a 156 per cent increase. 


Since 1978, total agricultural output value in Sichuan has increased at an 
annual average of 6.4 per cent. Grain output was 37 million tons this 
year, 7 per cent more than in 1981.

[Station commentary: "New Economic Combination Should Be Treated Actively 
and Properly"] 


[Text] The (Fangxing) supply and marketing cooperative in Ji County has 
signed share contracts with (Xingdong) brigade and with six commune-member 
households specializing in chicken farming in this brigade to jointly 
develop the production of marketable eggs. Although such an economic 
combination, which embraces supply, production and marketing and which 
belongs to a diversified economic form, has just emerged, it is a sign of 
flourishing commodity production and it marks the trend that Tianjin's 
agricultural economy is developing toward specialized and socialized 


services. 


Since the Third Plenary Session of the llth party Central Committee, as the 
output-related system of contracted responsibilities has spread and as the 
principle of developing a diversified economy has been implemented through- 
out Tianjin's rural areas, a large number of specialized households and 
households doing specialized jobs besides crop cultivation have come to 

the fore. These specialized households demand that society provide them 
production information, import scientific techniques for them, provide them 
fine seeds and forage and help them process and market their products. In 

a word, these households need the service work before and after production. 
In this situation, these new economic combinations have emerged as the times 


require. 


Such an economic combination differs from the mutual aid ana cooperation in 
the course of the collectivization of agriculture and is not a simple 
expansion of scale from the elementary agricultural producers’ cooperative 
to the advanced agricultural producers’ cooperative. Such an economic 
combination has two distinguishing features: 1) It is established for 
developing commodity production and for division of labor and businesses 

in the process of producing and marketing commodities. 2) Combination 
limited in one-crop farming, such an economic combination, not limited to 
one-crop farming, is established among diverse economic forms in line with 
the practical demands of producing and marketing commodities. [sentence as 


received] 
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Such new economic combinations will probably become a specific form of 
rural socialist economy. It has bright prospects because it suits the 
changes in rural areas from natural economy to commodity economy and from 
traditional agriculture to modernized agriculture. However, we should see 
to it that in rural areas, some specialized households and households 
doing specialized jobs besides crop cultivation have not been stabilized. 
Some of them have been stabilized, but their potential has not been fully 
tapped. Therefore, most of these households need a period of stabilizing, 
improving and perfecting. It is wrong to urge them to combine with each 
other in a rush. Of course, those households which have a highly 
specialized divisior. of labor, have conditions for combination and have 
strong demands of combination, should be guiaed properly according to 
circumstances and be organized as new combinations on the basis of volun- 
tary participation and mutual benefit. In short, we should not try to help 
the shoots grow by pulling them upward and not depress and restrict the 
development of new economic combinations. We should move ahead only when 


conditions are ripe.

[Text] Lhasa, January 4 (XINHUA)--An increasing number of Tibetan herds- 
men are now specialising in commodity production, according to Tibet 
Autonomous Regional Commercial Department, yet another indicator of 
economic progress on the “roof of the worid." 


In Zhanang County, 6,280 herdsmen, peasants and other people--45 percent of 
the county's labor force--now devote a large part of their time to producing 
Tibetan-style cushions, aprons and "pu lu,” a kind of woolen fabric with 


broad stripes of bright colors. 


More than 80 percent of these and other sideline products manufactured in 
the county are for sale, the department said, furnishing half the indi- 
vidual income for the country's herdsmen and peasants and nearly 60 percent 
of the 1982 county's total income from the agricultural sector, which con- 
sists of farming, animal husbandry and sideline occupations. 


Large herds of cattle are driven every day into Lhasa, capital of the 
autonomous region, to be sold. A trade fair held in Zetang Couity last 
month offered for sale 3.45 millicu yuan worth goods. Of this, z,oods 
worth 2.07 million yuan were furnished by herdsmen and peasants. 


Herdsmen in Damxung County in northern Tibet last year used salt, soda and 
niter (a kind of potassium nitrate) from local salt lakes to exchange with 
people in farming areas for woolen textiles and 2,100 tons of grain. 


While cash transactions predominate, people in some localities still barter 
for things they nee’. This, said the regional department, demonstrates 
that commodity pro uction is still in an initial stage in the region. 


Tibetans had lived in serfdom until 1959, when a democratic reform was 
launched to free herdsmen and peasants from a human bondage brought to 
bear upon them for centuries. 


Commodity production grew slowly, however, before the gang of four was 
overthrown in October 1976 when sideline production and commodity produc- 
tion were pejorative words, synonymous with capitalism. 








The current pelicy encourages sidelines and herdsmen and peasants to under- 
take commodity production. In Zhanang County, for example, 1,340 handi- 
craft workers attended government-run technical sessions in the second half 
of 1982, free of charge. 


Many former serfs have become very business-minded, the regional depart- 
ment said. One herdsman is Sangah, in Lhozhag County, who in 1982 made a 
profit of more than 1,000 yuan by starting a business with his wife. 


The woman makes "pu lu" fabric, which the husband sells in a forest area 
in exchange for furniture. Then the husband transports furniture to a 
pastoral area, sells it there and buys wool for his wife at much cheaper 


prices.

[Text] The Province Overfulfills State Purchases of Grain by 2.26 Billion 
Jin 


By 31 December last year, the whole province had overfulfilled purchases of 
grain by 2.26 billion jin, overfulfilling the procurement quotas for grains 
set by the state. Ten local regions, administrative regions and cities and 
75 counties (regions, towns) such as Kunming, Qujing, Yuxi, Chuxiong, 
Xishuangbanna, Diqing, Dali, Gongchuan, Nujiang, Zhaotong, etc. have ful- 
filled and overfulfilled the procurement task assigned by the state. 


Last year, our province conquered serious natural disasters such as drought 
and reaped a bumper grain harvest. Inspired by the spirit of the party's 
12th National Congress, the broad masses of peasants, besides completing 
the procurement quotas of grains set by the state, have also delivered 
grains of negotiated price to the state. Last year is a year in which our 
province has purchased the largest quantity of negotiated price grains in 


history. 


During the course of grain purchases by the state and putting them in 
storage, grain departments did a great deal of work under the leadership

PIG PURCHASES--In 1982, our province overfulfilled the targets for pig pur- 
chasing and pigs handed over to the state. This was the first time for 10 
years that our province fulfilled the pig purchasing target. Last year, 
our province purchased 2.69 million pigs in all, 330,000 more than the year 
before and only a little below the highest figure in the past. The quality 
of pigs was the best ever. The average weight of each pig was 89.2 kilo- 
grams. It overfulfilled the state target by handing over 622,000 pigs to 
the state, 38.3 percent more than the target. As the tasks for purchasing 
and handing over pigs were fulfilled satisfactorily, last year the province 
purchased 34.5 percent less pork than that in the year before.

TRACTOR TRANSPORTATION SAFETY PROBLEMS AWAIT SOLUTION 
Beijing NONGYE JIXIE [FARM MACHINERY] in Chinese No 9, Sep 82 p 28 
[Article: "Tractor Transport Safety Problems Need Immediate Solution"] 


[Text] This May, I was part of a prefectural "safety month" inspection 
team, and became acquainted with a certain situation; although mine is a 
very narrow view, I thought I would advance it for the reference of the 


comrades. 


In Lishui Prefecture of Zhejiang Province, tractors have become the major 
means of communications and transportation in the rural areas. As the masses 
say: Tractors are the cadre's "taxi," the bride's “sedan chair," the 
patient's "ambulance," the deceased's “hearse,” and the commune member's 
bus." Moreover, “three manys" have arisen: many speeders, many unlicensed 
drivers and many mixed loads of passengers and cargo, and thus accidents 

have repeatedly occurred. 


According to statistics from various counties, in 2,477 tractor road 
inspections, violations amounted to 1,271 or 51.3 percent; of these, 825 or 
66 percent of the total violations were speeders, 195 or 12.7 percent were 
unlicensed drivers, and 64 or 5.1 percent were mixed loads of passengers 


and cargo. 


The major speeders are walking tractors. Some increase the engine's 
rotational speed, some change the transmission case sprocket speed, and 

some use both methods simultaneously, enabling them to attain a speed of more 
than 30 km per hour. Since in the past two years there has been more and 
more private buying and individual renting of tractors, and the majority of 
these tractors are used for transportation, and in order to earn more money 
they have blindly increased the vehicle speed. 


Unlicensed drivers are numerous because: 1. Walking tractors have developed 
very rapidly and training work has been unable to keep pace; 2. If one has 
money, he can buy a farm machinery company's tractor, and many unlicensed 
ones have also gone to buy; 3. A considerable number of collective tractors 
have been rented to unlicensed commune members; 4. Driver job positions are 
not regular, team leaders change, and drivers also change with them.

In view of the above situation, I think that in order to stop accidents and 
to achieve safe driving, it is necessary to stress the following several 


areas of work. 


1. Due to the large number and widespread use of farm machinery, the short- 
ness of manpower in communications vehicles supervisory departments in 

our area, and also to the lack of prefecture, commune and grass-roots 
Organizations, farm machinery safety supervisory work is still the responsi- 
bility of farm machinery departments; farm machinery supervisory stations 
should be established. 


2. Carry out widespread safety education, helping the masses of drivers and

commune members to understand the importance of safety work. 


3. Increase training work, raise driver technical standards, and maintain 
driver job stability. Unlicensed personnel should not be able to buy or rent 


vehicles. 


4. Have strict annual trials and inspection, and don't pass vehicles which 
are in a poor technical state. Those who won't submit to safety supervision, 
and have many times had violations and caused trouble, can have delayed 
inspections or retesting. In carrying out road inspections, violators 

should be punished according to the respective seriousness of their cases. 


5. Based on oil resources, control the volume of tractor expansion. 
Strictly supply oil according to the volume of agricultural work.
